EXPLANATORY MEMORANDA.

This Part will, 
however, on such service, form a portion of the office equip- 
ment of certain Staff Officers for reference in case of necessity. 


iii. The subject-matter dealt with in each Section, and the

19. The colours of infantry are to be of silk ; the dimen- 
sions to be three feet nine inches flying, and three feet deep 
on the pike, exclusive of the fringe, which is about two 
inches in depth :—the length of the pike, including the 
Royal Crest, to be eight feet seven and a half inches ; the 
cords and tassels to be crimson and gold mixed. 

20. The Royal, or First, colour of every regiment (except 
as provided in paragraph 16) is to be the Great Union, the 
imperial colour of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in which the Cross of St. George is conjoined with 
the Crosses of St. Andrew and St. Patrick, on a blue field. 
The first colour is to bear in the centre the territorial desig- 
nation on a crimson circle with the Royal, or other title, 
within the whole, surmounted by the imperial crown. 

21. The Regimental, or Second, colour is to be of the 
colour of the facing of the regiment, except in those regi- 
ments which are faced with white, in which the second 
colour is to be the Red Cross of St. George in a white field, 
with the territorial designation and the Royal or other 
title displayed as on the Royal, or First, colour within the 
Union-wreath of roses, thistles, and shamrocks, and en- 
signed with the imperial crown. 

22. The Regimental, or Second, colour of the first and 
second battalions is to bear the ancient badges, devices, 
distinctions, and mottoes, which have been conferred by 
royal authority. The third and fourth battalions are to 
carry the same colours without such devices and distinc- 
tions as specially refer to actions or campaigns granted — 
in commemoration of the services of the other two bat- 
talions. The number of each battalion, I, II, ITI, or LV, 
is to be placed in the dexter canton. When regiments of 
infantry are not entitled to a royal or ancient badge, 
and have not a combination of territorial and royal or 
other special designations, the number of the battalion will 
be placed on the colours within the circle bearing the | 
name of the regiment instead of in the dexter canton. 

23. In those regiments which bear any ancient badge, the 
badge is to be onared ground in the centre. The territorial 
designation, if practicable, is to be inscribed on a circle, 
within the Union-wreath of roses, thistles, and shamrocks, 
and the Royal or other title in an escroll underneath, the 
whole ensigned with the imperial crown.

1. General and Field Officers who retire from the ser 
vice, captains retired with permission to retain their rank 
and wear the prescribed uniform, and officers who are per- 
mitted tocommute their non-effective pay under the Pensions 
Commutation Act, and are desirous of having their names 
retained in the official Quarterly Army List, must send, in 
time to reach the War Office on or before the Ist April 
and lst October in each year, a half-yearly notification of 
their being alive, addressed to the Secretary of State 
for War, with the words “ Army List” written on the 
envelope. 

2. The following order relating to the Household 
Cavalry dated St. James’s Palace, 31st July, 1830, was 
issued by command of His late Majesty King William the 
Fourth.

I.—ARTILLERY SALUTES. 


1. Royal salutes consist of twenty-one guns, 

2. Whenever the Sovereign shall arrive at any place in Royal 
the British dominions where there is a fort or battery from Salutes. 
which salutes are usually fired, a royal salute will be fired Arrival and_ 
from such fort or battery, and similar salutes will be ihe ras 
fired upon the Sovereign’s departure, and on such other reign.

3. Whenever any ship or other vessel, in which the Vessels pass- 
flags which indicate the presence of the Sovereign (viz., 8 forts.

from such fort or other place; but whenever any ship or 
vessel passes bearing the royal standard only, without the 
other flags, such fort or other place is not to salute such 
ship or vessel. 

4. Whenever any other members of the Royal Family Other mem- 
shall arrive at or quit any place where there is a fort or pers of the 
battery from which salutes are usually fired, they will Family, 
receive a royal salute on their first arrival at, and final 
departure from, such place. 

5. The standard of His Royal Highness the Prince of Standard of 
Wales, when displayed in any of Her Majesty’s ships or f° Frince 
forts, is to be treated with the same respect, and saluted in 
the same manner as the royal standard of Great Britain. 

6. The royal standard and the standard of His Royal Boyal 
Highness the Prince of Wales do not return salutes, and #24804. 
no other flag is to be saluted in presence of either of those 
standards. 

7. Whenever any foreign Crowned Head, Sovereign Crowned 
Prince, or his Consort,—or any Prince, member of a pecs 
foreign Royal Family,—or President of a Republican Princes. 
State, shall arrive at or quit any place in Her Majesty’s 
dominions where there is a fort or battery from which 
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The Lord-

8. The fixed days for firing salutes as celebrations of 
anniversaries are as follows :— 

The Anniversaries of the Birth, the Accession, and 
the Coronation of the reigning Sovereign ; 
The Birthday of the Consort of the reigning 
Sovereign ; 
on which day a royal salute shall be fired at noon from all 
the forts and batteries from which triumph salutes are 
usually fired. The notification in the London Gazette 
fixes the day on which the anniversary of Her Majesty’s 
birthday is to be observed at home. 

9. Salutes are usually fired at the Tower and at St.

Promotion, Exchange, Transfer, and Retirement. 


1. The Royal Warrant relating to Pay and Promotion General 
contains the general rules by which the appointment, ““' 
promotion, exchange, and retirement of officers are 
governed. 

2. The “London Gazette,” published by authority, in Notification 
which all military appointments, promotions, exchanges, in ‘‘ London 
and removals are inserted, is transmitted to General ¢7¢- 
Officers Commanding at home and abroad to enable them 
to notify, in orders, such details contained therein as may 
affect their commands, and notifications so published will 
be deemed to be official for all military purposes. 

3. Declarations according to the forms herein prescribed Forms of 
will be made and signed by all officers on the several Declarations 
occasions following : any. falye statement, or breach of the 
undertakings given therein will be regarded as a violation 
of personal honour, and in every such case the provisions 
of the statute (49 Geo. ITI. c. 126) will be rigidly enforced.

of the population is not thereby interfered with. Such 
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permission, however, will not be granted in cases where 
strikes or disputes between farmers and their labourers 
exist. In such cases applications for the assistance of 
soldiers are to be forwarded immediately to the Adjutant- 
General. 

9. They will not place troops under canvas in the 
United Kingdom between the Ist October and the 30th 
April without the previous sanction of the Commander- 
in-Chief. 

10. They will immediately report all cases in which the 
troops have been engaged in riots or disturbances, either 
among themselves alone, or when civilians have been con- 
cerned therein; and will further report the result of 
subsequent enquiry into the circumstances. 

11. Whenever it may be necessary to raise an auxiliary 
force, either of Europeans or Natives, in any of Her 
Majesty’s Colonies, for service in the field, authority will 
be obtained from the Secretary of State for War if time 
admits of it; but in cases where this is not possible, the . 
General or other oflicer by whose authority the force is 
raised will at once communicate to the Secretary of State 
for War (by telegraph when available) the conditions and 
terms under which the men have been enlisted, the rates 
of pay and allowances offered, and the arrangements for 
the supply of rations, arms, accoutrements, &c. 

12. The Treasury Chest at stations abroad is maintained 
solely for Imperial Services, and its funds must not be 
applied even provisionally to any services which ought 
properly to be provided for out of Colonial revenues. In 
time of war, when Colonial and Imperial Forces may 
be co-operating, it may not be possible to adhere abso- 
lutely to this prohibition, in which case the sanction of 
the Home Government must invariably be obtained 
before any relaxation of the same is permitted. 

13. When, however, circumstances of grave emergency 
arise in colonies where there is no telegraphic communica- 
tion with England, and the previous sanction of the Home 
Government cannot be obtained in time by letter, and 
when it may become imperatively necessary to make 
advances out of Imperial funds for provisioning or 
issuing stores or munitions of war to Colonial troops, or 
for enabling the Colonial Government to raise local 
levies, the Officer Commanding will understand that 
nothing but the clearest proof that the Colonial Exchequer 
is unable to raise the requisite funds will justify him in 
directing advances for such expenses to be made out of 
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the funds of the Treasury Chest. In such cases he will 
previously obtain from the Colonial Government concerned, 
a formal acknowledgment of its indebtedness to the Im- 
perial Exchequer for all such advances, coupled with a 
definite engagement to repay them at such time and in such 
manner as may be determined with the concurrence of 
the Treasury Chest officer. 

14, In all cases where advances have been made from Advances

purposes whatever, whether with or without the previous be reported.

15. Prize money, which is solely the property of the Prizemoney.

31. The inspecting General Officer will fully satisfy 
himself as to the correctness of every entry made in the 
inspection reports, and the justice of the grounds upon 
which opinions expressed therein are based. He will 
state fully his own opinion in each case, and will himself 
report upon the Commanding Officer and supplement as 
far as possible the Commanding Officer’s reports on the 
field officers of the regiment. 

In the case of the two senior officers of each rank ina 
regiment of Cavalry, or battalion of Infantry, the Com- 
manding Officer and the inspecting officer will both record 
a clear and definite opinion on the reports of these officers 
as to their fitness for promotion to the next higher rank.

to notice, and not all be classed in the same category. 
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d. All questions relating to the interior economy and 
efficiency of the corps should be answered in detail, 
and every matter which comes to the knowledge of 
the inspecting officer and tends to throw light on 
these subjects, whether favourable or unfavourable, 
should be most fully reported on. 

35. Inspecting General Officers will pay special attention 
to the following subjects ; they will take steps to ascertain 
that the regulations thereon are fully complied with, and 
will give such orders as may appear necessary for the 
immediate rectification of any departure therefrom :— 

a. The economical management of the officers’ mess 
(distinguishing between the continuous ordinary expendi- 
ture and special expenses caused by entertainments), and 
the proper keeping of the mess accounts. 

b. The maintenance of the band, and the economical 
administration of the band fund. 

c. The dress and appointments of officers, so as to 
ensure strict conformity to the Dress Regulations and to 
protect officers from unnecessary expense.

b. The efficiency of regiments and corps individually, 
on Army Form B 113, which will include all regiments 
that have been stationed in the command during the year, 
and those at present serving there. Where there are 
brigades this form will be filled up by the brigadiers, 
the General Officer Commanding the district adding such 
remarks as he may deem necessary. 

c. The efficiency of the auxiliary forces in general 
terms. This information must not be confounded with 
that furnished on Army Form E 501. 

d. The general condition of the defences, barracks, and 
huts (if any), and the progress of military works. With 
regard, however, to barracks and other buildings, it will 
be better to avoid bringing forward questions of anne and 
maintenance, unless they have previously been included in 
the annual statements of Barrack Services. 

e. The working of any new regulation or system that 
may have been introduced, or the utility, or otherwise, of 
any new arm or equipment supplied to the troops. 

f. A separate report, containing a few words on the quali- 
fications of each staff officer and head of department in the 
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command, in addition to that furnished to the Military 
Secretary on Army Form B 194. 

In preparing this important report General Officers 
Commanding may find it convenient to call for reports 
from the heads of departments and others, so as to embody 
in it anything worthy of notice, but such documents should 
not accompany the report except for special reasons. Al- 
though there is no desire to prevent General Officers taking 
this opportunity of making any recommendations or sug- 
Sedeee in the interests of the service which experience 

as proved to be desirable, care should be taken to avoid 
introducing such general questions as can be more con- 
veniently dealt with in a separate communication than 
within the limits of a report of this nature, the primary 
object of which is to place the Commander in-Chief in 
possession of the fullest information respecting the con- 
dition of the command during the preceding year. 

39. General Officers are to understand that, although the 
formal inspection of corps takes place annually, they are not 
to limit their visits to the several stations within their com- 
mand to one in the year. 

40. An inspecting General, not being the General Officer 
Commanding the district, is not to interfere either with the 
orders and regulations laid down in the several districts or 
commands at home, or with the immediate control and 
supervision of the General Officer Commanding the dis- 
trict ; but he is to report to the Commander-in-Chief on all 
matters in his own branch of the service not locally con- 
nected with such districts. Before such inspections are 
made the General Officer of the district should be com- 
municated with. 

41. General Officers Commanding districts will arrange 
for the carrying out of war games at all stations where 
tactical models are provided, and will send a report 
annually on the Ist April to the Adjutant-General of the 
Forces, showing the extent to which these games have 
been carried out.

68. In order to avoid the possibility of being misunder- 
stood, Staff Officers are to make it a rule to deliver in the 
plainest and most concise terms all verbal orders entrusted 
to them, and such orders are to be obeyed with the same 
readiness as if delivered personally by the General Officers 
to whom such Staff Officers are attached. 

69. It is an indispensable qualification for a Staff 
Officer that he should be able to ride well. 


(B)—Duties. 


70. Officers of the General Staff termed Deputy Adju- 
tant-General, Assistant Adjutant-General, Deputy-Assis- 
tant Adjutant-General, or Brigade-Major, as the case may 
be, will be appointed to the several districts, stations, or 
commands in sufficient number to perform the Staff duties. 
When more than one Staff Officer is appointed, one will 
be named in Orders as the Chief Staff Officer of the 
District, Division, &c. The senior officer of Royal Engi- 
neers in the command will, in addition to his other duties, 
be a Staff Officer on the General Statf. The General or 
other Officer Commanding will allot among his staff the 
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several duties in such a manner as will best ensure their 
efficient performance. 
ae 71. The duties of the Officers of the General Staff com- 
° | prise the supervision and control, under the General or other 
Officer Commanding, of all Army services. The principal 
headings into which those duties divide themselves are as 
follows, and for convenience of administration can with 
advantage be best dealt with in two groups, A and RB :— 
A—Discipline, interior economy, drill, military training 
and instruction, musketry, signalling camps, schools.

In the distribution of these duties among the officers of 
a staff, the General or other Officer Commanding will take 
care, as far as possible, to group the subjects under the 
letter a in the hands of one or more Staff Officers, and 
will do the same as regards those specified under B. 

When it can be avoided, it is not desirable to mix up the 
subjects of these two groups as the work of any one officer. 

72, The Military Secretary, the Assistant Military Military 
Secretary, or the Assistant Military Secretary and Aide-de- *&T*'""7- 
Camp, is the Confidential Staff Officer of the General Officer 
to whom he is attached. He is the channel of communica- 
tion on all subjects connected with promotion and, generally, 
such as do not fall within the province of the Adjutant- 
General’s department. (See also Section XXI., Part J.) 

78. The Brigade-Major is a Staff Officer attached to the Brigade- 
brigade, not to the personal staff of the Officer Command- ™*/°- 
ing it. He issues to the brigade the orders of the Officer 
Commanding it. He is to keep and regulate the roster 
of the brigade duties, and inspect all the guards, outposts, 
and piquets furnished by the brigade. He is responsible 
for such guards, piquets, &c., being withdrawn when the 
brigade is to march. His station on a march is in front of 
the leading regiment of the brigade; he is to encamp in 
rear of the centre of the brigade, and he or an orderly- 
adjutant is to be constantly in the lines of the camp. All 
reports and correspondence from officers belonging to the 
brigade, intended for the information of the Officer Com- 
manding the same, are to be addressed to the brigade-major. 

74. The appointment of Adjutant of Auxiliary Forces Appointment 
will be made by the Commander-in-Chief from the ap- °% haces 
ee list of candidates for such appointments, officers Forces. 

longing to the line battalions of the territorial regiment 
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being, asa general rule, granted priority in such selection- 
Applications for these appointments will be made on 
Army Form E 500, by Commanding Officers of regi- 
ments of the regular forces in which the candidates are 
serving, or have served, and should be transmitted through 
the General Officer Commanding the district. 

75. Commanding Officers will report fully their opinion as 
to the eligibility of the candidates, and will not recommend 
any officer whom they do not consider fully qualified for 
the appointment, both as to knowledge of its duties and 
ability to impart instruction. When the Commanding 
Officer does not recommend a candidate, he will state his 
reasons on the form of application. The practice of 
soliciting the interest of Officers Commanding regiments 
of the Auxiliary Forces, with a view to obtaining these 
appointments, is prohibited. 

76. Previous to appointment candidates will be exa- 
mined by a board of officers as to their qualifications for 
the duties of adjutant, including a knowledge of the duties 
of brigade-major. The faculty of imparting instruction 
will be particularly considered. A certificate must also 
be given that they can ride. 

77. Officers who have held commissions as adjutants 
of their regiments for a period of not less than twelve 
months will be exempted from this examination, provided 
that not more than five years have elapsed since they held 
such appointments. Officers who have passed the Staff 
College, and are also favourably reported upon as regimen- 
tal officers, will likewise be exempted from examination. 

78. Every candidate, however, will be examined by a 
board of army medical officers as to his general health 
and fitness, at the nearest station to his residence at 
which such board can be assembled. The board will 
state in their report whether the candidate has any defect 
in eyesight which might interfere with the efficient 
discharge of the duties of an adjutant. 

79. A detailed statement of the subjects of examination 
will be supplied to Officers Commanding corps and regi- 
mental districts, to whom all applications relating thereto 
by candidates should be made. 

V.-ARMY SERVICE CORPS. 

80. The companies of the Army Service Corps will be 
inspected annually by some officer deputed by the Quarter- 
master-General, in the same manner as the Inspector- 
General of Artillery inspects that branch of the Service ; 
and similarly an annual inspection will be made of all

VI.—ORDNANCE STORE DEPARTMENT. 


83. The Ordnance Store Department provides, receives, Duties. 
holds, issues, and accounts for munitions of war required 
for the service of all branches of the Army, the Auxiliary 
and Reserve Forces, and the Navy, and all military 
stores, also clothing for use in camps, and clothing and 
necessaries for use in the field ; it also provides and issues 
on demand from the officer in charge of barracks as 
expense stores, all barrack, hospital, and military prison 
stores, and will hold the reserves of these stores. 

Regulations relating to the appointment, promotion, Appoint- 
retirement, and pay of officers in the department, will be neon 
found in the Royal Warrant relating to Pay, &c. dc. 

84. Officers with not less than five years’ commissioned Qualifica- 
Army service, and who have passed the examination for HOD; O! 
promotion to the rank of captain, will be eligible for 
appointment as Deputy-Assistant Commissary-General of 
Ordnance, provided that they are recommended by their 
Commanding Officers, that they can produce a military 
medical certificate for general service, with the certificate 
for proficiency in riding, and that their names are included 
in the list of selected officers recommended for the Staff 
College.

Authority of | 1. A Commanding Officer is responsible to his Sovereign 
ing offcer, for the maintenance of discipline, efficiency, and a proper 
' gystem of economy in the corps under hiscommand, His 
authority within his corps is paramount under all circum- 
stances, and in every situation of service. It is his duty 
both to enforce by command, and encourage by example, 
the energetic discharge of duty, and the steady endurance 
of the difficulties and privations which are inseparable from 

military service. 
To main- 2. He will by every means in his power, endeavour 
tainhar- to promote a good understanding among the officers, by 


officers. advice to the young and inexperienced, by timely inter- 
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ference to prevent disputes, and by taking immediate 
notice of any conduct likely to interrupt the harmony 
of the corps. In the event of any dispute or difference 
arising, he should endeavour to become the arbiter, and 
to induce all concerned to accept his decision as final. 

8. He is responsible that the officers’ mess is conducted Management 

without unnecessary expense or extravagance, and by his % the mess. 
own frequent presence at the mess-table, his personal 
example, and ever other means in his power he should 
encourage economical habits and careful management of 
all details. Every officer of the corps is to be a member 
of the regimental mess, whatever may be his means, and 
the ordinary expenditure should be regulated with special 
regard to those whose incomes are the most limited. 
Should any Commanding Officer fail to carry out in 
their true spirit and intention the regulations of the 
service on a subject so materially affecting the interests 
and prospects of the younger officers, the Commander-in- 
Chief will seriously consider the propriety of retaining 
him in his command. |

temporary command are not to authorize the application 
of such funds to any purpose other than the ordinary 
current expenditures therefrom.

read to them on three successive parades. Every circum- 
stance which in any way affects a soldier’s pay or service 
is to be published in regimental orders, immediately after 
its occurrence, for the information of all concerned. 

16. In the cavalry and in battalions of infantry the 
senior major will, under the direction of the Commanding 
Officer, exercise a general superintendence over the whole 
regiment or battalion. In the Royal Artillery, batteries 
are to be formed into divisions of not more than three 
batteries each, under the command of a lieutenant-colonel, 
who exercises the powers of Commanding Officer. 

17. Regimental field officers should make themselves 
thoroughly acquainted with the professional abilities and 
acquirements of all officers placed under their supervision, 
so as to assist the Commanding Officer in this portion of 
his duty. In like manner officers commanding troops, 
batteries, and companies should acquire similar knowledge 
with regard to their subalterns, who ought at all times to 
look to them for information and advice. 

18. Majors of cavalry and infantry, excepting only 
the major who receives additional pay in respect of being 
second in command, will command a troop or company, 
and will perform all regimental duties as captains. Every 
Officer Commanding a troop, battery, or company, whether 
temporarily or otherwise, is charged with the arms, 
accoutrements, ammunition, clothing, and other public 
stores belonging or appertaining thereto, and is account- 
able to his Commanding Officer in case of their being 
lost, spoiled, or damaged, otherwise than by unavoidable 
accident, or actual service. He is responsible that the 
men’s messes and necessaries are properly provided. 
He is to receive all moneys on account of the sub- 
sistence of his troop, battery, or company, and to take 
special care that such moneys are expended in strict con- 
formity with Her Majesty’s regulations, and with a due 
regard to the interests of the soldier. He will pay great 
attention to the cleanliness of the men as to their persons, 
clothing, arms, and accoutrements, and also as to the state 
of their barracks or quarters. 

19. In regiments and battalions at home stations (and 
also at depéts when specially sanctioned, on account of the 
large numbers of recruits requiring training) a subaltern 
officer holding a School of Musketry Extra Certificate will 
be appointed to assist the adjutant in his duties, especially 
in the musketry training of the young officers and recruits. 
This officer will be exempt from all garrison and regi-

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mental duties while performing those specially required of 
him ; at other times he will be available for any duty for 
which he may be required. 

The appointment of an officer as assistant adjutant to a Appoiat- 
regiment or battalion serving at home will be made by ment of.

manding the district. Application for the appointment of 
an officer as assistant adjutant to a depdt in special cases 
where both battalions are abroad, will be made by the 
Officer Commanding the regimental district to the General 
Officer Commanding, who will forward it to the Adjutant- 
General for approval.

Well-conducted recruits may be granted passes to 
visit their friends once a month, or oftener, if 
possible, from after the last drill on Friday until 
tattoo on Sunday. If there are no Sunday trains 
their passes may extend till after the arrival of the 
first train on Monday. 

(d.) Passes up to midnight will be granted by officers 
commanding troops, batteries, and companies ; 
those for longer periods must be signed by the 
Commanding Officer.

Officers’ Mess. 


84. The establishment of a regimental mess upon a System of 
well-regulated system is an object of the utniost impor- Mansge- 
tance, and requires the unremitting attention and superin- ; 
tendence of the Commanding Officer, who is responsible 
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that all the accounts are properly kept and checked, and 
that each member pays his mess and wine bills regularly. 

35. The monthly mess bills and all authorized re- 

imental subscriptions of officers are to be paid on or 
Fefore the 7th of each succeeding month. Any officer 
neglecting to comply with this regulation will be at once 
called upon by his Commanding Officer for an explana- 
tion. If the result be unsatisfactory, and the account be not 
settled by the 14th of the same month, the officer will be 
sic egy as a member of the mess, and the circumstances 

ill be reported to the General Officer Commanding for 
such action as he may deem necessary. 

86. Should the account still remain unpaid by the end of 
the month, the officer, if serving at home, will be placed 
in arrest or suspended from duty at the discretion of the 
General Officer Commanding the station or district, by 
whom the case will be reported to the Adjutant-General ; 
if the officer be serving abroad, the General Officer Com- 
manding will, at his own discretion, and according to 
the military exigencies of the station, either deal with the 
case as directed for home service, or order the officer 
to continue to perform duty until he can obtain the orders 
of the Commander-in-Chief, who will, in every instance, 
decide whether steps should be taken with a view to the 
officer’s removal from the army. 

37. Before any officer proceeds on leave of absence for 
a period longer than seven days, he will certify to his 
ee Officer that he has paid his mess bill up to 

te. 

88. Upon the arrival of a corps at a new station, the 
Commanding Officer should, for the protection of any trades- 
men who may supply articles for the use of the mess, 
take steps to caution them that the officers are not re- 
sponsible for debts incurred by, or on behalf of, the mess- 
man, such mess-man being a civilian and an independent 
contractor. This rule does not apply to cases where non- 
commissioned officers of a corps are employed as caterers 
to the mess, when of course all pecuniary transactions 
with tradesmen will be under the immediate supervision 
of the mess-committee, acting on behalf of the officers. - 

39. A serjeant is allowed to act as the officers’ mess-man 
or caterer or superintendent of the mess-establishment ; 
but no nonyommissioned officer is to be employed in any 
menial capacity about the mess. 

40. Mess-men should be strictly forbidden to cash bills 
for officers, or advance money, and they should clearly 
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understand that if they do so it will be at their own risk, 
and that in case of default no assistance will be rendered 
by the military authorities in recovering any sum they 
may have advanced. 

41. The regulations contained in paragraphs 42 to 80 Mainte- 
for the maintenance of officers’ messes will be observed Dance of 
throughout the army, the Household troops excepted. messes.

49. All officers on the strength of a corps, whether 
present or absent, except as provided in paragraph 52, are 
also to pay a subscription to defray the ordinary expenses 
of the mess, at arate to be fixed at the discretion of the 
Commanding Officer, but not to exceed eight days’ pay of 
their regimental rank a year; this subscription is to be 
charged in quarterly payments in advance from the date 
of appointment. 

50. In the Royal Artillery, General Officers on the 
Artillery establishment will not be called upon to pay 
mess subscription to the Royal Artillery mess of the 
garrison in which they may be doing duty. All such 
officers will be considered er officio non-resident members 
of the mess at whatever station they may be serving. 
Colonels and lieutenant-colonels will pay this subscription, 
if at home, to the messes of their district headquarters ;

6. Thoroughly strip all rifles, carbines, and pistols, and 
examine and clean them periodically ; with the prescribed 
assistance, brown the barrel of each rifle, carbine, and 
pistol, every second year, or oftener if necessary ; examine 
and clean periodically all arms. 

c. Mark all arms in possession or that may be supplied, 
also the drums, bugles, flutes, piccolos, or trumpets. Per- 
form all repairs to the iron and metal work of accoutre- 
ments, saddlery, and appointments, including the roughing 
of stirrup-irons, which is to be done every third year, or 
oftener if necessary. Keep in repair the tools in the 
armourer’s field forge. 

d. Within working hours, when the duties of their 
own corps admit, be generally available for the per- 
formance of any of the above duties for other corps or 
departments, without extra remuneration ; but the employ- 
ment of an armourer-serjeant with another corps is limited 
to the case of a corps without artificers,—or to cases 
in which artificers are attached, but additional assistance 
is required under exceptional circumstances. 

e. Execute repairs necessitated by carelessness or wilful 
damage, without addition to pay. 

j. Fit the plates supplied with cork helmets, 

114. Officers Commanding cavalry regiments may allot to 
the armourer-serjeant an assistant, who will not receive any 
extra pay, but will be struck off all other regimental 
duties. 

115. Armourer-serjeants will not be called upon to per- 
form any work requiring special instruction which they 
have not received, such as the repair of trumpets, bugles, 
and drums, except such trifling repairs as are plainly within 
their capabilities; and they will not, without special 
authority, be employed upon any other description of work 
than that provided for in these regulations, which apply 
in all respects to armourer-serjeants, whether belonging 
to the corps of armourers or otherwise.

127. Soldiers discharged from their former engagements 
for the purpose of re-enlistment into the corps will, under 
the terms of the Royal Warrant relating to Pay, &c., 
receive on discharge such Deferred Pay as may be due 
to them, and will not, on re-enlistment, reckon former 
service for pension.

6. When detachments are near to each other, the assist- 
ant-saddlers should, if necessary, proceed from one station 
to another to perform repairs. 

c. Care should be taken to avoid, as much as possible, the 
employment of civilians. 

140. In the Cavalry, saddlers and saddletree makers, 
after a qualifying service of one year as such, may be 
promoted to the rank of corporal saddler, or corporal 
saddletree maker. 

141. With a view to obtain competent serjeant-master- Serjeant. 
tailors, soldiers are instructed in tailoring at the Royal Baye” 
Army Clothing Depét at Pimlico; and m order to én- 
sure a due supply of trained men for this purpose, com- 
manding officers in the United Kingdom will forward 
from time to time through General Officers Commanding, 
the names of any candidates (unmarried mer to be pre- 
ferred) who may wish to be trained, and who have 
a good character; are sober, steady, and industrious ; 
are tailors by trade, with inclination and capacity for 
the business; and are sufficiently well educated to keep 
the account books a serjeant-master-tailor requires in a 
proper manner. 

Married men, if selected as candidates, should be 
informed that no accommodation can be provided in 
barracks in London for their wives and families. 

142. General Officers having satisfied themselves that the Candidates 
soldier proposed for training possesses the qualifications [0 06 e% 
referred to in paragraph 141, will cause him to be examined a board.” 
by a board consisting of two or more serjeant-master-tailors, 
who will ascertain and report as to the likelihood of his 
becoming an efficient master-tailor. If the report is favour- 
able, General Officers will forward at once to the Adjutant- 
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General the proceedings of the board (on Army Form A 2), 
accompanied by a descriptive return of the candidate and 
a copy of his company defaulter-sheet. When regiments are 
stationed singly in quarters, it will only be necessary to 
take the opinion of the master-tailor of the corps as to 
the capabilities of the candidate. 

148. On receiving certificates of qualification, it will be 
optional with the men to volunteer to any corps in want 
of a master-tailor, or, should they prefer it, they may 
await in their own corpsa similar appointment. 

144, Civilians are nolonger enlisted specially as serjeant- 
master-tailors ; but any that have already been enlisted 
as such will, upon a regiment proceeding abroad, be 
exchanged for a soldier who has been instructed at the 
Royal Army Clothing Depét. If there is a vacancy in any 
other corps at home, the serjeant-master-tailor so ex- 
changed will be transferred to that corps. Application on 
the subject is to be made to the Adjutant-General. 

145. When a regiment serving abroad requires a master- 
tailor, but has no mar present who possesses a certificate 
of qualification, the Commanding Officer may, if a suitable 
man can be found in the corps, appoint him to the situation 
and apply for the appointment to be confirmed, provided 
he can certify that he considers him in every respect 
thoroughly qualified for the duties he will be required 
to perform. 

146. The serjeant-master-tailor is not to be in excess of 
the establishment of the corps, but is to take the place of 
a duty serjeant, whose place may be filled up by ap- 
pointing a corporal to do duty as lance-serjeant. 

147. When a master-tailor first takes uphis appointment, 
the portion of the Clothing Regulations which relates to the 
penalties attaching to the improper appropriation or disposal 
of materials saved in the cutting of garments, will be read 
to him, and he will be required to sign a statement that he 
fully understands its effect. This document will be filed 
in the orderly-room of the corps. 

148, Master-tailors are not to sell to the non-commis- 
sioned officers and men articles of dress such as shirts, 
undervests, drawers, pocket handkerchiefs, &c. 

149. It is desirable that boys should be instructed in 
the tailors’ shop by duly certificated master tailors, who 
will receive a gratuity, as fixed by Army Orders, for 
each boy that is certified by a Board of Officers to have 
acquired such skill in the trade of a tailor as to enable 
him to assist efficiently in the work of the shop. Each 
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boy must have been under the instruction of the master 
tailor for at least 18 months, and have been examined 
and passed by the Board before any claim can be made 
for the gratuity. Boards of Officers will be convened 
by General Officers Commanding, and will be composed of 
a field officer as President, and two members ; they will 
examine specimens of the work done by each wvoy, and 
if possible obtain the opinion of one or twu independent 
tailors as to his qualifications. The arrangements for the 
assembly of such Boards must not involve any expense to 
the public. Boys under training in the tailors’ shop will 
be exempt from all duties that may interfere with their 
course of instruction. | 


IV.—BOYS. 


150. Boys are enlisted under the conditions laid down Enlistment. 
in the “ Recruiting Regulations,” and will be included in 
the establishment of privates. 

151. Should a boy enlisted for training as a trumpeter, Transfer 
drummer, bugler, or musician, make no progress during oe va 
the first six months of his service, he may, with his own another. 
consent, be transferred to the tailor class, although that 
class may already have its full complement of boys, and 
in like manner a tailor boy may be transferred to the - 
drums or band. 

152. The number of boys allowed for training as Musicians. 
trumpeters, drummers, buglers, or musicians, is authorised 
primarily with a view to the drums and bugles being 
maintained in a state of efficiency, and boys are therefore 
not to be trained as musicians unless this can be done 
without detriment to the drums and bugles. 

158. Boys enlisted to fill vacancies in infantry battalions Enlisted for 
serving abroad will be sent to those battalions on the Yeeanties 
first opportunity which occurs after they have completed” " 
three mouths’ service, and will not be retained with the 
home battalion without the permission of the Adjutant- 

General. 

154. Boys appointed bandsmen, trumpeters, drummers, Musicians 
or buglers, and included in the regulated quota as such, ‘be struck 
are to be struck off the roll of boys, although under 18 
years of age. | 

Other boys, on attaining the age of 18, will cease to be Boys of 18. 
included in the roll of boys, and should they, on reaching 
that age, be physically unfit for the ranks, a special report 
is to be made to the Adjutant-General. 
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V.—PIONEERS, AND EMPLOYMENT OF 
SOLDIERS IN TRADES. 


155. In every corps, and in all situations where it is 
practicable, the Commanding Otlicer will establish and 
maintain regimental workshops for the employment of 
soldiers in various trades and handicrafts. General Officers 
Conmanding will promote this desirable object, and Com- 
manding Royal Engineers, and all other ofticers so situated 
as to be enabled to co-operate therein, are enjoined tu 
give it their cordial assistance. The advantages aimed at 
are, benefit to the public service by the employment ot 
soldiers instead of civilian contractors for military works, 
thus rendering both the corps concerned and the Depavrt- 
ments of the Army more independent of external aid ; 
and benefit to the soldiers individually by present em- 
ployment in remunerative work, and by acquiring or 
maintaining proficiency in trades which can be followed 
on quitting army service. 

156. The establishment of pioneers allowed in each bat- 
talion of infantry is one pioneer serjcant and ten pioncers. 
The following distribution of trades should be adopted :— 
One serjeant, a carpenter by trade if possible; three car- 
penters; two bricklayers (one able to plaster, the other 
to slate); one smith (able to shoe horses); one mason 
(able to cut stone); one painter and glazier; two plumbers 
and gasfitters. 

157. The pioncers are to be regarded as a small corps of 
regimental artificers, competent to repair barracks or per- 
form any work required by a corps either at home or 
abroad; and also capable of imparting instruction to men 
desirous of learning a trade. 

158, No soldier is to be employed as an artificer or as a 
paid workman who has not been dismissed drill, who has 
not fired his first year’s complement of ammunition, and 
who has not been at least six months in the army, exclusive 
of periods passed in hospital or for which pay has been 
forfeited. This does not apply to the Roval Engineers. 

159. Commanding Officers are authorized to appoint 
suitable men to be pioneers, and should make every effort 
to obtain, by transfers from other corps, or by enlistments, 
men of the prescribed trades. These men are to be se- 
lected mainly on account of proficiency in their trades; but’ 
they ought also to be men of good character, as the success 
of the employment of soldiers in trades greatly depends

upon the zeal, industry, and aptitude they display. Their 
proficiency should be ascertained by the Royal Engineers 
under arrangements to be made by General Officers 
Commanding.

161. The pioneers may be employed on work for the Employment 
Royal Engineers or Ordnance Store Department :—(1) By ° Pioneers. 
contract or agreement made with the pioneer-serjeant. 
(2) By piecework. (3) By day-work or by the hour. At 
the discretion of the Commanding Officer, pioneers may be 
employed in the quartermaster’s stores, or on other duty ; 
but every encouragement and facility should be afforded 
to enable them to work at, or instruct others in, trades. 
As a rule, pioneers should be with the headquarters of a 
corps, but Commanding Officers will be guided by cir- 
cumstances in this respect.

A list of all such 
men, whether belonging to the trades prescribed for the 
pioneers or otherwise, with their respective classifications, 
is to be kept in the orderly-room. The classification is to

properly drilled, are also to be tested, and their names 
added to the classification lists. 

168. Officers Commanding regiments are to arrange 
with the Commanding Royal Engineer for the repairs 
and alterations to barracks, and with the Officer in 
charge of barracks for the repairs to furniture and 
utensils, being performed, when practicable, by the arti- 
ficers of their corps; and they are to give every encourage- 
ment to men who can be spared from regimental duty 
for such work. A _ preference for employment should 
always be given to skilled or superior workmen who are 
of good character. 

164. When circumstances admit, work may also be done 
for the corps, and private work (including the shoeing of 
horses) for officers or others, if approved by the Com- 
manding Officer, provided that all such private work be 
executed within the confines of the camp, cantonment, or 
barracks. The pioneer-serjeant will, when practicable, 
afford every encouragement to tradesmen, who may not 
be pioneers, to avail themselves of the advantages offered 
in the regimental workshops, by employing them for short 
periods when practicable. 

165. In order to render the system self-supporting, a 
fund to meet the cost of repairing and replacing tools, 
repairing the workshop, and other contingent expenses, 
will be kept, under arrangements approved by the com- 
manding officer, to maintain which a contribution not 
exceeding five per cent., to be fixed by the Commanding 
Oflicer, will be deducted from payments made for all work 
performed. The fund must not at any time exceed 301. 

166. The apportionment of money earned by contract, 
and the payment of the tradesmen, must be carried out by 
the picneer-serjeant under the general supervision of an 
officer nominated for this purpose by tl:e Commanding 
Officer, who should also act as referee in all matters con- 
nected with the regimental workshops.

The Commanding Officer will exercise a 
constant supervision and control over the serjeants’ mess, 
and see that it is conducted with strict economy, regularity, 
and order. The officer second in command, assisted by 
the adjutant, will, as a rule, be charged with the more 1m- 
mediate supervision of the mess. 

Special 176. The following special rules will guide Command- 

eee ing Officers in regulating the establishment and interior 

. * economy of the serjeants’ mess. 


All serjeants a. All regimental warrant officers, army schoolmasters (if 
ee ye unmarried), military bandmasters, staff and other 
° serjeants, including artificers ranking as serjeants, 
whether married or single, are to be members of the 
mess, and the single members must always bo dinmng 
members. In serjennts’ messes of the Royal Engineers, 
Ist corporals are also to be members, and 2nd corporals 
are permitted to become members at the discretion of 
the Commanding Royal Engineer, at stations where 
with isolated Sections of Submarine Miners it is found 
difficult to establish a mess. Paid lance-serjeants will 
belong to the mess, but those who do not receive pay 
as such have the option of joining the mess or not. Con- 
ductors of the Army Service Corps and Ordnance Store 
Corps may become honorary members when their numbers 
are not sufficient to enable them to form a separate 
mess for themselves. Army schoolmasters, when posted 
to a garrison school, will be honorary members of the 
serjeants’ messes of the battalions or corps whose men 
attend the school; they will not be required to pay any 
entrance fees in respect of this advantage. 
Fees and &. Every member should pay an entrance tee not exceeding 
subscrip- three days’ pay on appointment; and on promotion to 
ents serjeant or staff-serjeant, the difference of three days’ 
pay. An armourer-serjeant will pay the entrance fee 
of three days’ pay to the serjeants’ mess of the first 
corps to which he is attached after promotion to the 
rank of 2nd class armourer-serjeant, and the difference 
of three days’ pay in a similar manner on cach occasion 
of promotion to a higher grade. A monthly subscrip- 
tion may be charged, not exceeding one shilling and 
sixpence for unmarried, and ninepence for married or 
detached members.

d. The management of the mess is to be conducted by a Meas-com- 
committee, the president of which should not be below mittee. 
the rank of colour-serjeant, with two serjeants (one 
married and one unmarried) as members. ‘They will be 
appointed quarterly at a mess-meeting, subject to the 
approval of the Commanding Officer. ‘They are respon- 
sible to the Commanding Officer for the whole manage- 
ment of the mess; they have power to authorize all 
usual and ordinary expenditure, but no outlay of an 
exceptional kind is to be made without the previous 
sanction of a mess-mceting, and the approval of the 
Commanding Officer. 


e. A serjeant, not a member of the mess-committee, is to be Caterer. 
selected by the conimittee to act as caterer, subject tothe 
approval of the Commanding Officer. He is to be exempt 
from all other dutics. He is to take charge of all stores 
of eatables and liquors, and is to receive from members 
the: amounts due for issues of liquor. These amounts 
may, at the discretion of the Commanding Officer, be paid 
weekly, or on the spot; but in either case the cash is to 
be handed over to the treasurer the same day as it is

g. A staff- or colour-serjeant is to be appointed by roster to 


act as treasurer for the quarter. The treasurer is to 
collect from pay-serjeants the amount due by members 
for messing and monthly subscriptions. On receipt 
vf these amounts the treasurer will at once pay all 
outstanding bills, which must first be signed by the 
president. The committee will be strictly responsible 
to the Commanding Officer that all bills for current 
expenses are punctually paid, and will certify to him, 
at the end of each month, that there are no outstanding 
debts. They will examine and check weekly the caterer’s 
book, and the accounts of the treasurer, and submit the 
same with all vouchers on or before the 5th of each 
month to the monthly mess-meeting. A statement of 
the accounts, signed by the president, is to be submitted 
to the quarterly mess-meeting for audit and approval, and 
to be subsequently laid before the Commanding Officer. 
No accumulation of funds should be allowed to remain 
in the hands of the treasurer during the month; any 
sum exceeding five pounds is to be placed in the 
regimental savings-bank, as also the balance after pay- 
ment of expenses at the end of the month. 


h. No entertainment is to be given unless with the concur- 


rence of two-thirds of a general meeting, and with the 
sanction of the Cempianding Ofticer. The liquor used 


on these occasions is nct to be charged against the mess 
fund. 


t. Non-commissioned officers of other corps not below the 


rank of lance-serjeunt may be admitted as honorary 
members with tl:e sanction of the Commanding Oilicer, 
but they should Le limited in number. 


k. The senior werrant officer or non-commissioned officer 


present in the mess is responsible for the maintenance 
of good order and for the due observance of the rules of 
the mess. 


l, Each regimental mess may draw up further rules on 


matters of detail, which must be submitted for the 
approval of the Commanding Officer. 


m. Garrison messes will be conducted in accordance with 


the foregoing principles so far as they are applicable. 
The garrison-serjeunt-major, or acting-garrison-serjeant- 
major, will preside at the mess meetings. In his absence 
the senior combatant warrant or non-commissioned 
officer present will preside, except at Netley, where, in 
the absence of the acting garrison-serjeant-major, the 
senior warrant or non-commissioned officer will preside, 
irrespectively of the corps to which he belongs.

He will have charge of all cook-houses, cooking 
appliances, and utensils; cause the same to be kept 
scrupulously clean, and prevent all persons, other than 
those on duty, from having access thereto ; and at once 
report any damage or loss to the quartermaster. 


d. He will thoroughly instruct those under him in all 
operations connected with cocking, personally give them

such orders as may be necessary, and enforce order, 
punctuality, and cleanliness on their part. 


e. He will attend the issue of rations, assist the 
quartermaster in weighing, receive at the same time from 
that officer statements of the numbers in mess in each 
troop, &c., and make the necessary arrangements accord- 
ingly. 

f. He will cause the dinners to be prepared by squadrons, 
batteries, or companies, in as many different ways as the 
appliances will allow, having due regard to rule g; and 
keep a roster, so as to ensure each squadron, &c., having 
in turn the use of each description of apparatus. When 
the nature of the cooking appliances so requires, such 
combinations of messes, other than the foregoing, as may 
be found most suitable and economical, may be adopted. 


g. He is responsible that no more fires are lighted or 
ovens heated than is absolutely necessary, and that all 
the cinders are consumed; he will cause the water for 
coffee and tea, and all vegetables, to be boiled in quantities 
as great as the apparatus will allow, without regard to 
troops, companies, &c. ; the vegetalles for each mess being 
enclosed in nets and labelled. 


h. He will keep the Register of Cooking with accuracy 
on the proper printed form, and deliver it to the quarter- 
master on the first day of each month. On the morning 
of the day appointed for the issue of coals he will furnish 
the quartermaster with an estimate of the quantity that 
with strict regard to economy, he will probably require 
for the ensuing week. This must in no case exceed the 
regulated allowance. 


t. He will at once report to the quartermaster any 
instance in which all bones and refuse are not collected 
from the barrack-rooms by the orderlies and deposited in 
the appointed places; also any instance in which the 
contractor fails to remove the same according to the 
conditions of sale, which should be at least every alternate 
day. 

185. The training of a second cook at Aldershot has Second cook, 
been approved for every corps now entitled to have a 
serjeant-cook, with a view to his being available, when 
required, to replace the serjeant-cook, or tosuperintend the 
cooking for a detachment. When not employed in either 
of these capacities, the second cook will do duty in the Selection. 
ranks. He will be selected from the corporals, or from the 
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lance-corporals, and must be unmarried. He is not to 
receive his certificate of efficiency until he shall have served 
the probationary period of three months accumulatively, 
during the absence of the serjeant-cook. The second cook 
ought, if he has given satisfaction, to succeed to the ap- 
pointment of serjeant-cook when it falls vacant. No ex- 
pense whatever is to be entailed by the appointment of 
second cooks, beyond the travelling expenses of the men to 
and from Aldershot for instruction. Every vacancy in 
the appointment of serjeant-cook and second cook, and 
the cause thereof, is to be reported at once to the General 
Officer Commanding at Aldershot. 


VITI.—_SOLDIER SERVANTS. 


186. Officers studying at the Staff College are not 
allowed to retain their regimental servants, but cavalry 
officers who have their full number of horses with them at 
the college are allowed one bftman from the corps. 
This restriction, however, does not extend to officers who, 
having passed the final examination, are subsequently 
attached to cavalry, infantry, or artillery, or to the 
staff of a General Officer, for the purpose of instruction. 
In such a case a route will be furnished for the servant 
both in going from, and in returning to, his corps or depét ; 
but the public is not to be put to the expense of replacing 
him by another man, should he be dismissed for any reason. 
In the event of an officer not wishing to take a servant 
from his own corps, the Officer Commanding the corps or 
battery to which he is temporarily attached will detail a 
soldier from it to attend upon him. 

187. Commanding Officers may use their discretion in 
authorizing one soldier-servant to attend a regimental 
officer proceeding on leave of absence not exceeding two 
months, but they will not authorize him to leave the 
United Kingdom without the special sanction of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Soldiers so employed are to be accounted 
for in the returns, as “servants to officers absent,” and not 
as “ on furlough.” 

188, Adjutants of militia battalions, and quarter- 
masters of militia battalions the head-quarters of which 
are at the same station as a regimental depdt, are per- 
mitted to employ each one soldier-servant from the depdt 
with which they are connected. 
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IX.—MARRIED SOLDIERS,.* 


189. Tle detailed regulations relative to the number Regulations. 
of soldiers permitted to be borne on the married estab- 
lishment of a corps, termed the “Married Roll,” and 
the advantages allowed to them, are contained in Army 
Orders and the Regulations relating to Army Allowances. 

190. Commanding Officers are enjoined to sedulously Improvident 
discourage the improvident marriage of soldiers, and to marriages to 
explain to their men, when occasion requires, the inevitable couraged:

208. Every battery of Garrison Artillery, whether at Course of 
home or abroad, will be struck off all duty for a period, if instruction.

209. The term “ Recruits” applies to men while going 
through the course of drill laid down in Royal Artillery 
Regimental Orders, Nos. 19 and 38 of 1884, which will be 
carried out with recruits joining service batteries equally 
with those in depéts. 

The “ young soldiers” are those who have passed this 
course, and are undergoing the further instruction referred 
to in the orders quoted above. This instruction should 
embrace all the subjects in the drill books, according to 
the facilities for training existing at the station, and should 
continue for not more than one year, according to the 
progress made by the men. 

210. The Drill Record Book, Army Form B 83, provides 
for the training of recruits being recorded separately from 
that of “ young soldiers.” It will be kept up asa battery, 
not as a subdivisional, book, and Commanding Officers at 
the monthly or other inspections of the books will see that 
the instructions printed on the cover are understood and 
fully acted upon. 

211. “ Young soldiers,” although available “for duty” 
under the orders quoted, will be entered upon a separate 
roster and detailed for a certain share of duty, whether of 
guard or fatigue, as circumstances may determine. | 

As it is of the first importance that the whole number 
of “young soldiers” composing a drill squad should be 
present on each occasion of drill, in order that uniform 
progress may be insured, the allotment of duties will be 
arranged so as to facilitate this ; certain days in the week 
being set apart for the “ young soldiers’ ” drill, and certain 
days for duty. 

212, Allowance should be made for the inexperience of 
young drivers in the cleaning and care of harness, and 
endeavours made to instruct them gradually in such work 
without undue pressure. They should, when possible, be 
appointed for a time to assist an older soldier in his work. 

“Young soldiers” will not be detailed for “employ- 
ment.” Officers Commanding Royal Artillery Districts 
will, at their annual inspections, satisfy themselves that

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Section VIII—DUTIES IN AID OF THE 
CIVIL POWER.

1. When troops are called out in aid of: the civil power 
at home, the Officer Commanding at the station is imme- 
diately to report the fact by telegraph to the Adjutant- 
General for the information of the Commander-in-Chief. 
The Officer Commanding the party will report daily in 
writing to the Adjutant-General, as well as to the Officer 
Commanding the station from which he has been detached, 
the a or completion of the service on which he is 
employed. 

2. No officer is to take out troops for the purpose of 
aiding in the suppression of riot, the maintenance of the 
public peace, or the execution of the law, except upon the 
requisition, in writing, of a Magistrate, or in cases of great 
and sudden emergency; nor are troops to be sent to assist 
the civil force in case of expected riots, except upon the 
written requisition of Lords-Lieutenants, Sheriffs, or a 
Magistrate or Magistrates having jurisdiction in the place 
where a riot is expected, or, in case of emergency, on the 
receipt of a telegram from such authorities. 

8. The Officer Commanding the troops is to move to the 
place to which he shall be directed by the Magistrate; he 
is to take care that the troops march in regular military 
order, with the usual precautions, and that they are not 
scattered, detached, or posted in a situation where they 
may not be able to act in their own defence. The Magis- 
trate is to accompany the troops, and the officer is to 
remain near him. :

18, Immediately after the reports of the examiners have 
been received, the result of the examination will be 
published in Army Orders, with the names and index- 
numbers of the successful candidates, and of those who 
have qualified, but for whom there may be no vacancies ;

14. Competitors who qualify, but for whom there are no 
vacancies, will not subsequently be admitted to the Staff 
College without undergoing a fresh examination.

17. The course of the Staff bas occupies two 
years, which period is not to be exceeded except in case 
of illness or absence on service; and then only with the 
sanction of the Commander-in-Chief.

Boards are to be formed exclusively from 
these officers according to the constitution required in 
each case. General Officers are authorized to exempt at 
their discretion the selected officers from serving on 
other garrison boards. 

88. For the examination of all ranks in subjects (a) Composition 
and (6), Boards will be assembled by General Officers Com- of Boards for 
manding districts or stations from time to time as required. in(a) and (6). 
They will consist of a field officer as president, and two 
or more field officers or captains who are qualified for 
field rank, as members; at least one, and if possible two, 
members should belong to the same arm of the service, 
and in the case of artillery to the same branch, as the 
officers under examination. On no occasion, when it can 
be avoided, is an officer of the same regiment or battery 
as the candidate to be a member. 

39. These examinations will be conducted entirely by the Manner of 
board, in strict accordance with the instructions contained in Conducting 
Appendix II. As many candidates as possible should tion.

40. For examination in subjects (c) to (e) of lieutenants Examination

II. These Boards will consist of not less than three 
members, appointed from among the officers selected as 
examiners in the command.

The examination will be conducted by printed questions, 
sent by the Director-General of Military Education. 


Proceedings of Boards. 


41. The report of the Board is to be made on Army Reports of 
Form A 2, and forwarded to the General or other Officer Boards. 
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Commanding. In the examinations in (a) and (6) the 
Board will state their opinion whether the candidate is 
qualified, or not, in those subjects. In all cases they will 
transmit with the proceedings the printed or written 
questions and answers, and a certificate, written and signed 
by each candidate, stating that he has not received any 
assistance, during the examination, from books or other 
sources. 

42. The General Officer Commanding the district or 
station will deal with the reports as follows :— 

In the case of quartermasters and riding-masters 
being granted a commission as lieutenant, and of warrant 
officers and non-commissioned officers selected for pro- 
motion to 2nd lieutenant, he will transmit the report for 
confirmation to the Adjutant-General, expressing his con- 
currence, or otherwise, in the opinion of the Board, and 
enclosing the written questions and answers. 

In the case of the examination of lieutenants and 
captains in subjects (c) to (e), he will transmit the report 
to the Adjutant-General, the President of the Board 
having already forwarded the candidates’ work in accord- 
ance with the instructions contained in the Appendix. 

In the case of second-lieutenants, lieutenants, and 
captains examined in subjects (a) and (6), he will himself 
confirm or disapprove the proceedings of the Board, after 
satisfying himself that the examination has been con- 
ducted in accordance with Regulations. When the result 
is successtul, he will make an immediate report thereof to the 
Adjutant-General, and will notify it in the orders of his 
command, and such notification will be the authority for 
the return of the officer as being qualified to appear before 
the periodical Board for examination in subjects (c) to (e). 
Each officer will be at once furnished by his Commanding 
Officer with a certified copy of the order containing this 
notification. The proceedings of the Boards, together with 
the written questions and answers, will, in all cases, 
whether the officers pass or fail, be transmitted for record 
to the Director-General of Military Education, who will 
retain a general supervision over the examinations with 
a view to ensuring an uniform standard throughout the 
army. 

43. A. certificate of proficiency in riding, where riding 
is a subject of examination, must be appended to the 
proceedings of the Board ; this may be obtained as laid 
down in paragraph 56 (e), or may be granted by the General 
Officer Commanding, after personal examination by himself 
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or by a field officer specially deputed by him. This certi- 
ficate will not be required from officers who have passed 
through the Staff College. 





Attendance at Examination. 


44. Officers will be required to pass in subjects (a) and Service

I.—GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. The object of gymnastic instruction in the army is 
to develope and increase the physical powers of the sol- 
dier, and the exercises are so arranged that, while the most 
advanced course is sufficient to test the powers of the 
strongest, the preliminary course can be performed without 
injury to the weakest frame. 

2. A class for the instruction of Officers for the appoint- 
ment of Superintendent of Gymnasia will be formed at the 
gymnasium at Aldershot on the lst January in each year, 
and applications for officers to be permitted to attend it 
are to be made to the General Officers Commanding the 
districts where the officers are serving, who, if there is no 
objection, and if it has been ascertained from the Inspector 
of Gymnasia that they can be received at the gymnasium, 
will sanction the arrangement. It must be clearly under- 
stood that such officers will have to defray their own tra- 
velling expenses both to and from Aldershot 

3. Classes for the training of Non-Commissioned Officers 
as instructors in gymnastics and fencing will be formed 
in the gymnasia at Aldershot and the Curragh on the Ist 
January and Ist July in each year. Applications for 
authority to detail candidates for training, accompanied 
by descriptive returns, will be made by Commanding 
Officers through General Officers Commanding to the 
Inspector of Gymnasia, or, if in Ireland, to the Super- 
intendent of Gymnasiaat the Curragh. These applications 
rust reach the latter officers not later than the second 
week in December and June respectively, so that they 
may guard against more candidates being detailed than 
can be instructed. General Officers, on receiving notifica- 
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tion from the Inspector or Superintendent as to those 
they can provide for, will issue routes accordingly. There 
should be at least two non-commissioned officers in each 
regiment or battalion, and one in each battery of 
artillery, qualified to act as Assistant Instructors in 
Gymnastics.

1. Detailed descriptions of the dress prescribed by Her Dress regu- 
Majesty for the Officers of the Army are contained in the |@tions. 
“Dress Regulations,” copies of which are furnished, for 
information and guidance, to General Officers Commanding 
and to Commanding Oflicers of corps. 

2. Sealed patterns of buttons, lace, embroidery, collars, Seated 

sleeves, badges, devices, and horse furniture and appoint- patterns. 
ments are deposited for reference and guidance at the 
War Office; and Commanding Officers are strictly for- 
bidden to introduce or sanction any unauthorized em- 
broidery, ornament, or the addition to or increase in the 
width of lace, or other deviation from the approved patterns. 
A. book containing sealed patterns of officers’ lace, buttons, 
and badges, is furnished to every infantry corps in the 
service, and is to be produced before the General Officer 
at each annual irspection. 

8. The rank of Officers in the Army is indicated by the Rank. 
lace and badges as laid down in the “ Dress Regulations.” 

4. All regimental badges and devices and other peculiar Badges ana 
distinctions, which may have been granted under special 4vices 
authority to different corps, are to be strictly preserved. 

5. On all occasions when the Sovereign is present, In presence 
officers are to appear in full dress uniform, wearing over *°¥¢"¢!s”- 
the coat the insignia of any order or decoration to which 
they are entitled. 

6. Officers are to wear their prescribed uniform in camp Wearing of 
and quarters while on duty ; but it is left to the discretion uniform. 
of General Officers commanding to permit the use of plain 
clothes for purposes of recreation. Officers will appear 
in full-dress uniform when attending public balls or 
entertainments within the district in which they are 
quartered. 
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7. Officers on leave of absence from regiments abroad are 
always to be in possession of their uniform, in case they 
should be required for the performance of duty in this 
country or on the return voyage; otherwise, if detailed 
for duty, they will be required to provide themselves with 
a fresh outfit. Officers while in foreign countries are not 
permitted to wear uniform, except at court, or when 
employed on duty, or on the occasion of State ceremonies 
to which they have been invited.’ 

8. Officers in uniform, when in mourning or attending 
funerals, are to wear a piece of black crape 3} inches 
wide round the left arm above the elbow. This is the 
only mourning to be worn in uniform, unless when 
otherwise specially ordered. It will never be worn at 
levées or drawing-rooms except when the Court is in 
mourning 

Officers attending funerals, unless ordered to dress 
otherwise, will attend in review order, except that in the 
case of officers of mounted corps and oflicers with the 
rank of field officer, dress trousers will be substituted for 
pantaloons. In bad weather cloaks or greatcoats may be 
worn. 

9. Brevet field-officers doing duty with their regiments 
as captains are to wear the uniform and adopt the 
horse-furniture (saddle-cloth excepted) of the rank they 
hold in the army. In dismounted corps such officers will 
not wear spurs on parade unless they are required to be 
mounted on the parade. 

10. Medical officers having rank corresponding to that 
of field-officer are to provide themselves with chargers 
and horse-furniture, and to be mounted when required 
to attend parades. 

11. In the infantry the blue patrol-jacket may be worn on 
all regimental duties, and on garrison boards, but not on 
parade when the men wear the full-dress head-dress. The 
tunic must be worn on all other occasions, but in order to 
save expense, officers may furnish themselves with a second 
tunic of serge or light cloth (in all other respects the same 
as the regimental tunic) which may be worn on all garrison 
duties and parades except when in review order.

5. Officers who obtain leave of absence are to furnish 
their addresses to the adjutant and to the regimental agent, 
so that orders may be readily communicated to them. Any 
changes in their addresses are to be notified in like manner. 

6. When an extension of leave is applied for, the period 
during which the officer soliciting further leave has been 
absent is always to be stated. 

7. When leave of absence is granted to any officer be- 
longing to a regiment at home or abroad, a certificate on 
Army Form B 174 is to be delivered to him, stating the 
period of its commencement and termination, and the 
grounds on which it is granted. At stations abroad the 
regimental paymasters are to certify the period to which 
officers going on leave of absence have received their pay.

27. When officers serving with regiments at stations 
abroad apply for leave of absence to enable them to return 
home on account of their private affairs, their applications 
will be accompanied by a statement of at ei during 
which they have served abroad ; and they will have to sign 
a declaration to the following effect :— 

“ I do hereby declare that I will rejoin for duty at my own 
expense within the period for which leave of absence may be 
granted me, unless in the meantime I receive orders to the 
contrary from competent authority. I further declare, that vf, 
during the period of my leave of absence, [ exchange or am 
transferred at my own request otherwise than in the ordinary 
course of service, or am placed upon temporary half-pay, or 
am made supernumerary in my regiment for staff or ciwil 
employ, or retire from the service under circumstances not 
entitling my successor toa free passage, I will hold myself 
responsible for the payment of the passage of the officer who 
may be ordered abroad in my place.” 

28. On applications accompanied by these declarations, 
General Officers Commanding at stations abroad are au- 
thorized to use their discretion—subject to such instruc- 
tions as they may receive from time to time from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief—in giving leave of absence to officers to 
return home, when such indulgence can be granted without 
detriment to the public service. 

29. The particular attention of General Officers Com- 
manding at stations abroad is to be paid to the necessity of 
keeping regiments and battalions as efficient as possible ; 
they are therefore to use great circumspection in granting 
permission to officers to return home. Permission to return 
home will only be extended to those whose claims are 
grounded (a) on length of service abroad, (5) on ill-health, 
regularly certified by a military medical board whenever 
practicable, or by the medical officer in charge of the 
troops should it be impracticable to constitute such a 
board, or (c) on very urgent private affairs——which 
latter plea must be satisfactorily shown. 

30. The actual period necessary for the recovery of 
health is invariably to be stated in the proceedings of all 
medical boards when leave to this country is recommended, 
care being taken that Departmental Officers are not recom- 
mended for sick leave for periods in excess of those laid 
down in the Warrants by which Departments are 
governed. General Officers Commanding will, when trans- 
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mitting the proceedings of medical boards, report to the 
Adjutant-General the period of leave of absence granted to 
each officer who returns home under these circumstances. 

81. General Officers Commanding are to make the fullest when the 
report for the information of the Commander-in-Chief, of character of 
every case in which an officer is sent or permitted toreturn Arrected. 
hone, undercircumstances affecting his character, which may 
prevent him from continuing in the regiment. They are to 
bear in mind, in all cases of this description, that the officer 
who is obliged to quit his corps and to return home under 
such circumstances cannot be deemed a fit subject for any 
other regiment, nor consequently for the half-pay establish- 
ment; it therefore necessarily follows, from the con- 
ditions under which he is allowed to return home, that the 
decision on his case must rest entirely at the discretion of 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

82. All combatant officera, whether employed regi- Reports of 
mentally or on the Staff, who arrive in the United Sirena 
Kingdom from stations abroad, on leave of absence, 
or for the purpose of joining a depét or any other 
corps or battalion, or of performing any duty what- 
ever, with the sole exception of officers accompanying 
their corps, will immediately report themselves in writing 
to the Adjutant-General, specifying the date of their arrival 
and their direct postal address, and transmitting a copy of 
the order or authority under which they have returned 
home. They will also notify their direct postal address 
to their regimental agents. Any officer who fails to 
comply with these instructions within a reasonable time 
will be held responsible for any delay in his receipt of 
orders or official communications which may be caused by 
his neglect, and, if on leave of absence, will be lable to 
have his leave cancelled. 

33. Officers reporting themselves from India and the Oficersat — 
Colonies who have been granted leave to England on the pore ° 
recommendation of a medical board, will not be re-exam- 
ined on their arrival in this country. They will, however, 
be required to be re-examined before embarking to rejoin 
their corps, and will therefore report themselves in 
writing to the Adjutant-General, twenty days before the 
expiration of the leave originally granted them. Officers 
of all branches who have not been examined abroad by 
a medical board will immediately on arrival report in 
writing to the Adjutant-General their intended places of 
residence, with a view to their examination at the nearest 
military station at which a medical board can be assembled.

I.—GENERAL HOSPITALS. 


1. General Hospitals are organized during peace and war 
as laid down in the Medical Regulations ; they are under 
the direct charge and control of an Administrative 
Medical Officer, subject to the authority of the General 
or other Officer Commanding the district or command. 

2. They are organized for the reception of invalids, 
the sick belonging to corps in the locality, and all others 
entitled or specially authorized to be admitted into 
military hospitals. 


II.—_ GENERAL HOSPITAL DEPOTS. 


3. When a General Hospital is established at the base 
of operations in time of war, or in any position not in 
immediate proximity to a garrison of Regular Troops to 
which men passing through the hospital can be attached, 
a Depét will be formed for the reception of men when 
discharged from hospital, and will be placed under the 
command of an experienced officer. ¢ 

4. The following are the duties with which the officer 
referred to in paragraph 3 will be charged. The requisite 
staff for ing out those duties will be placed at his 
disposal, and & entirely under his orders :— 

(a) The receipt and safe custody of all arms, ammuni- 
tion, and equipment, which should accompany sick and 
wounded sent from the front. 
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(6) The supply, on requisition of the hospital authori- 
ties, of articles of personal clothing and necessaries, other 
than hospital clothing, which may be required by men in 
hospital, either to replace those destroyed or lost on service, 
or to provide for other reasonable personal needs of the 
men not met by issues from hospital stores. 

(c) The settlement and disposal of all questions relating 
to pay and allowances or to other claims of a personal 
character not usually disposed of by the staff of the 
hospital. 

(ad) The issue of all routes, railway or passage warrants, 
and other documents (not medical), connected with the 
movement of men discharged or invalided, for the purpose 
of enabling them to rejoin their corps, or to proceed: to any 
other destination which may have been determined upon. 

(e) The application for the provision of transport by sea 
or otherwise, when required for the conveyance of such 
parties of recovered men, invalids, and convalescents as 
it may be necessary to forward to their destination by 
such means. 

(f) The conduct of all correspondence, not of a 
medical character, with corps and batteries, as well as 
with the divisional and hospital authorities, on any points 
connected with men passing through the hospital. 

(g) The interment of the dead, and the taking over from 
the hospital authorities and the final disposal of the effects 
of deceased soldiers, for which the usual receipts will be 

ven. 

(kh) The report of the arrival and departure of sick and 
invalids, and notification of all deaths occurring in the 
hospital to the corps to which men belong, as well as to 
the military authorities. | 

5. To enable the Officer Commanding the Depdt to Nominal 
carry out these duties, he will be furnished daily by the TUSi'™ 
Registrar of the hospital with nominal rolls (Army 
Form I 1227) of all officers and men admitted into, dis- 
charged or invalided from, or who have died in, the 
hospital, giving the following information :—Regiment 
or corps, number, rank and name, and ward and division 
of the hospital in which they were placed.

8. The men borne on the strength of the depdt will 
supply the necessary ds and fatigue parties. Requisi- 
tions for these will be made by the Principal Medical 
Officer to the Officer Commanding the Depdt, who will meet 
such requisitions as far as is in his power. 

_ 9. The depdt will be considered a necessary part of 
one hospital organization, and will accompany a 

ospital on active service when and where it may be 
moved or established. It will not, therefore, be substi- 
tuted for or amalgamated with the general military dep6t 
at the base, unless the General or other Officer Command- 
ing at the base of operations so direct.

IV.— HOSPITALS FOR WIVES AND CHILDREN

and good order will be preserved in them as in other 
military hospitals. 

44, They are organized as laid down in the Medical Organizaticn 
Regulations, and are under the direct control of a medical 
officer specially appointed to their charge and provided 
with a staff of female attendants ; they are dieted on the 
same scale as authorized for hospitals for soldiers. 

45. The Officer Commanding the station will cause an Orderly for 
intelligent orderly to be detailed from the troops for ear 
duty at the hospital ; he will be under the orders of the ora 
medical officer in charge, who will instruct bim as to the 
hours of attendance, and as to his duties as messenger for 
all purposes connected with the hospital. 

46. The families of non-commissioned officersand soldiers Persons 
on the married roll of a corps may be admitted to these popita ° 
hospitals and receive treatment at the public expense, treatment. 
when there is available accommodation. Male children 
above the age of 10 (unless in very special cases) will not 
be admitted into them. :

I1.—GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. Commanding Officers of corps will, in conjunction with 
an Officer of the Royal Engineers and the officer in charge of 
barracks, cause all buildings, fixtures, and furniture, allotted 
for the use of the troops, to be inspected (previously, when 
possible, to the arrival of the troops) with a view to 
ascertain their condition. This inspection is to be carried 
out by an officer of the corps concerned, not below the 
rank of captain, when one of that rank is available, or by the 
quartermaster, and after this inspection the troops become 
responsible for the safe custody of the buildings, &c., handed 
over. 

2. An issue of one day’s fuel being sanctioned by the 
Allowance Regulations for the express purpose of airing 
rooms in barracks which have not lately been occupied, 
Officers Commanding stations will issue orders for tires to 
be lighted in the rooms in all such cases the day before 
the troops march in. 

8. Under ordinary circumstances a party of one officer, 
one non-commissioned officer, and three rank and file will 
be sufficient to take over barracks for a regiment or 
battalion, but in no case should more than one man per 
troop or company be told off for this duty. This 
should travel in advance of the corps, and should not be 
accompanied by any soldiers’ families. A party of the 
same strength should be left behind to give over the 
barracks. When the corps proceeds by long sea route 
between England and Ireland, there may be occasions on 
which the same party may perform both duties. 

4. The purpose for which each building is appropriated 
will be lettered on the door, so far as is necessary, and the 
detailed appropriation of each barrack-room, and of each 
hospital ward, will be recorded on Army Form K 1251, a 
copy of which will be supplied by the Officer in charge of 
barracks for the use of the Officer Commanding the troops, 
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and no alteration in this apprcpriation is to be made 
without the sanction of the Commander-in-Chief. The 
allotment will be in accordance with the Section in the Al- 
lowance Regulations relating to Quarters and Furniture.

the barrack property without the special authority of the 
Commander-in-Chief. Any person who makes an unau- 
thorized alteration in the gas-fittings or other interior ar- 
rangement of any building allotted for the use of troops, 
will render himself liable to replace at his own expense 
the fittings as they originally stood, and to pay for any 
excessof gas consumed since the previous barrack inspection. 

30. No such animals as cows, pigs, or goats are to be 
kept, nor are horses, dogs, or poultry to be suffered to stray 
or run loose within the boundaries of barracks or hospitals. 
Immediate attention is to be paid by Commanding Officers 
to any representation made by the Officer in charge of 
barracks of an infringement of this order. 

31. When barracks are occupied by troops, the yards 
and parades are to be swept ak rolled, and kept clean by 
them. When there is an accumulation of snow on the 
roof of any building it is to be removed by the troops 
under the supervision of the Commanding Royal Engineer. 


- Commanding Officers are therefore to furnish fatigue parties, 


in all possible cases, for the performance of these duties. 
The same rule applies to unoccupied buildings referred to 
in paragraph 32. 

82. Unoccupied buildings within a barrack enclosure as 
well as buildings in the actual possession of the troops are, 
so far as regards their security, under the charge of com- 
manding officers. Commanding Officers will, therefore, 
furnish such protection for these buildings, by placing 
sentries, as they may consider necessary. 

833. Attention should be paid at all times, and especially 
during the prevalence of cholera, or any other epidemic 
disease, to the state of the latrines and urinals, and to the 
disinfecting of ash and soil pits. Commanding Officers will 
take especial care that no improper articles are thrown into 
them or into the drains, The cleaning of surface-drains 
and catch-pits and the flushing of latrines, where skilled 
labour is not required, will, as a rule, be considered 
fatigue duties to be performed by the troops.

Every facility is to be afforded by 
commanding officers to any officer or member of the War 
Department who may, from time to time, be sent by the 
proper authority on any duty connected with barracks or 
other War Department property. 

45. During the first week of every month the Officer Periodical ' 

Commanding the troops occupying a barrack—or an officer, inspections 
not under the rank of captain, deputed by him—will make 
a general inspection of the barrack buildings, stures, and 
bedding in possession of the troops, noting any repairs 
required to be made or stores to be replaced, and, in the 
case of bedding, seeing that the number of the different 
articles in possession of the corps agree with the number 
shown in the regimental bedding book. This inspection 
will be unnecessary in any month in which the periodical 
saad le is made by the Officer in charge of barracks 
and the Royal Engineers. All articles should be laid 
out in the barrack-rooms for inspection in the same 
order in which they are detailed on the inventory board. 
These inspections should prevent the accumulation of 
charges against the troops for losses and damages, and 
Commanding Officers are held responsible that the regu- 
lations are strictly observed on this head. They will 
direct non-commissioned officers in charge of rooms to take 
every opportunity of observing whether all articles of 
public property are complete in number and undamaged, 
and should at once report any losses or damages with the 
view of fixing the responsibility upon the individual who 
may be liable. Commanding Officers will invariably forward 
to the Officer in charge of barracks a requisition, on Army 
Form F 765, with all articles sent to the barrack stores 
for exchange and replacement after the monthly inspections 
made in accordance with this paragraph.

47. At the marching-out inspection of a barrack an 
experienced officer—a captain, if possible—or the quarter- 
master, is to be detailed, to accompany the engineer officer 
and the officer in charge of barracks, in going over the 
whole of the barracks, and in assessing the damages. 
The officer will attest by his signature in the note-books 
of the engineer officer and Officer in charge of barracks, 
before leaving each room or quarter, the correctness of 
the damages or deficiencies which have been noted therein, 
or object on the spot to any charge against which he 
considers it his duty to appeal. He will also, if possible, 
certify the inspection reports,on Army Form Pp 1956, 
before he leaves the station. The receipt of the periodical 
and marching-out inspection reports will always be im- 
mediately acknowledged by Commanding Officers and pay- 
masters by letter to the officer from whom they are received. 

48. Commanding Officers are forthwith to give a written 
notice to. the Commanding Royal Engineer, or Officer in 
charge of barracks at the station, of the items against which 
they intend to appeal.

When an officer shall. have been 
put in possession of quarters by proper authority, he is not 
to be dispossessed by an officer of corresponding rank 
—Vviz. :

A field-officer, by a field-ofticer ; 
A captain, by @ captain; or 
A sabaltari by asubaltern;- 
but in all cases a captain, though entitled only to the same 
class of quarters, may claim a priority of choice over a 
subaltern, notwithstanding such subaltern shall have been 
in previous possession of the better quarters. 
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54. The quarters for Commanding Officers are lettered 
“C. O. Quarters”; those for field officers, “ F. O. Quarters”; 
those for captains and subalterns, and regimental staff- 
officers below the relative rank of field-officer, to whom no 
special quarters are allotted, “ Officers’ Quarters.” When 
special quarters are allotted to medical officers they will be 
marked “MM. 0. Quarters.” 

55. The kitchens attached to unmarried officers’ quarters 
are not to be used as sleeping apartments bysoldier-servants. 
The practice of officers’ servants keeping their arms and 
accoutrements in the officers’ kitchens is strictly prohibited. 

56. No officer can under any circumstances establish a 
right to a military quarter which he does not occupy; 
except in the case of a Commanding Officer in lodgings, who 
may have a room in barracks, and of such married officers 
not drawing lodging allowance as are permitted to reside 
out of barracks. Unoccupied quarters are to be handed 
over to the officer in charge of barracks, and to be 
available for the public service. 

57. When officers are detached on duty, or when they 
obtain leave of absence for any period not exceeding one 
month, they are to retain their rooms in barracks ; but 
when it is known that an officer is to be absent from 
his barrack-rooms—on duty or otherwise—beyond one 
month, his quarters are, at the time he leaves, to be given 
over to the charge of the Officer in charge of barracks. 

58. Commanding Officers in barracks are enjoined to use 
all possible means to prevent accidents by fire. No fires or 
lights are to be allowed in the soldiers’ rooms or other 
buildings occupied by troops,—except in hospitals, latrines, 
guard-houses, galleries, or stables [and in recreation-rooms, 
as provided for in paragraph 105 |,— later than aquarter of an 
hour after the last post at tattoo, at which time an officer 
is to visit them to see that this order is strictly obeyed. 
Lights are permitted in serjeants’ messes up to 11 o’clock 
p.m. Non-commissioned officers in charge of rooms are to 
see that no live cinders are left in coal-scuttles or boxes. 
Candles are not to be carried about incautiously, and on 
no account into the stables, except in proper lanterns. 
Soldiers are to be cautioned against smoking in buildings 
or tents when loose straw is about. As an additional 
precaution against fire in the barracks of mounted corps, 
the officer of the day, before the “dismiss” is sounded, is 
to satisfy himself that all the buckets belonging to the 
stables are left, filled with water, in the most available 
pee ; and a note to that effect is always to be entered by 
the orderly officer in his report. The person responsible 
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for the closing of rooms or buildings in which fires or 
lights are used during the day, but which are unoccupied 
at night, will ascertain by personal examination before 
leaving the room or building for the night, that no fire of 
any kind remains in any fire-place or stove, that all live 
coals, cinders, or lights are extinguished, that the gas ta 
are properly turned off, and that there is nothing to be 
observed which might lead to the breaking out of fire. 

59. Whenever an es of gas occurs in barracks the Gas. 
upper sashes of all the adjacent windows are to be opened 
immediately, and the lights turned off.

702 |informed, and an immediate requisition forwarded to the 
Divisional Royal Engineer for the examination and repair 
of the gas pipes, unless it should prove that the escape 
was due to gas taps not being turned off. Particular care 
is to be taken that no light of any kind is brought into 
the vicinity at the time. The non-commissioned officers 
in charge of rooms are responsible that at ‘‘ Lights Out ” 
every night, the taps of the gas burners are properly 
turned off, both in the rooms and at Nae and also that 
the gas burners are not tampered with.

General or other Officers in command, at home and 
abroad, should frame such local regulations as may be

day, and occasionally by night, in turning out without 
previous notice, and concentrating upon any given spot 
with fire-engines and apparatus. In hut encampments 
care should be taken that the fire-screens and other 
é Waren to be used in case of fire are distributed through 
the lines at convenient spots, and are at all times acces- 
sible at a moment’s notice. To ensure the fire-engine 
and hose being always ready for use, Commanding Officers 
will see that the engine is kept clean and the hose properly 
dubbed, and will cause each engine to be tested monthly, 
fresh water being used for the purpose. The whole of the 
hose is to be screwed on to the engine or standpipes, and 
tested ; should any repair prove to be necessary for either 
engine or hose, notice will be at once sent to the Officer 
in charge of barracks. After the hose has been used, 
each length will be hung up by the middle to dry, ends 
downward. 

64, Whenever a fire or other occurrence involving the 
destruction of public property takes place in any barrack 
building at home or abroad, a garrison board of officers 


. (to include a Royal Engineer officer and the Officer in 


charge of barracks, if available at the station) is to 
be immediately assembled to investigate the cause 
of it. 

The Board will record an opinion as to how the fire or 
other incident originated, and will express an opinion as to 
whether it was purely accidental, or if not, upon whom 
liability rests. The report will be accom nied by a list 
of any public stores damaged or destroyed, a statement of 
the loss involved, and a separate estimate from the Com- 
manding Royal Engineer of the cost of structural repairs. 
The report will be sent to the Generai Officer Commanding, 
who will transmit it to the Adjutant-General with his 
recommendatiun as to whether the expenses should be 
borne by the public, or, in the event of negligence having 
been shown, what amount should be charged against the 
troops or individuals. : = ar: 

65. No fire insurance of private property in barracks is 
to be effected by a non-commissioned officer or soldier 
without the knowledge of his Commanding Officer.

practicable, under the following conditions :—

by the War Department. Manure for garden 
purposes may be purchased by the troops at contract 
rates from the military stables.

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library, with any branch coffee-bar that may be esta- 
blished in connection therewith ; skittle alleys, shooting 
gallery, and theatres where such exist or can be created. 

78. At stations where the accommodation and other cous | 
local circumstances render it possible and expedient, = 
General Officers Commanding may, with the sanction of 
the Commander-in-Chief, establish Garrison Institutes, 
either in lieu of or in addition to the Regimental 
Institutes, wholly or in part, as may seem to them most 
desirable. Garrison Institutes will be administered under 
the immediate direction of the General or other Officer 
Oommanding, and in conformity with the regulations and 
rules prescribed for Regimental Institutes so far as they 
are applicable. 

74, General or other Officers Commanding districts or Besponet: 
stations will exercise supervision and control over all BV? o 
Regimental Institutes; they will, as a rule, decide all Officersfor 
matters connected therewith which may require the sanc- eee 
tion of authority superior to that of the Commanding ; 
Officer of the corps concerned ; and will be held responsible 
that the regulations and rules relating thereto are properly 
observed. 

75. In connection with either Regimental or Garrison Entertain- 
Institutes, entertainments in the nature of amusements, institutes. 
the cost of which may be defrayed out of the funds of the 
institute, may be organized under the careful supervision 
of the Officer Commanding the corps or station. They 
will not take place within the premises allotted to the 
canteen, unless it cannot be otherwise arranged ; but in 
every case special care will be taken that the arrangements ZA 
shall not offer any incentive to drinking. No money will S0dems may 
be taken for admission to such entertainments, and non- friends, 
commissioned oflicers and men should be permitted to invite 
their male friends thereto; passes being given for this 
purpose, so far as the available accommodation will permit, 
to aJl such as are approved by the Commanding Officer. 

76. The Refreshment department will, whenever Refreshment 
practicable, be maintained on the regimental system ; the department. 
tenant system being adopted only, as a rule, where the 
former is considered to be inapplicable, as in the case of 
single batteries, troops, or companies, or for detachments 
unable to furnish the requisite officers for the committee 
of management. When the tenant system is adopted, the 
Commanding Officer will nevertheless have the right to 
maintain and supply the recreation-room and coffee-room 
or coffee-bar under purely regimental management. 
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The establishment of the regimental system in any new 
barrack, or at any place where a tenant is at the time in 
possession of the canteen premises, requires the previous 
sanction of the Secretary of State for War. | 

77. Detachments not having any separate ‘canteen, | 
grocery shop, or coffee-room available, should, whenever: 
practicable, be permitted to use those belonging to some 
other corps at the station. 

78. A standing committee of management, consisting of 
three officers ordinarily not below the rank of captain 
when such are available, will be selected by the Command- 
ing Officer (or by the General or other Officer Commanding 
in the case of Garrison Institutes), under whose direction 
and control they will act. The President will, when prac- 
ticable, be a field-officer, and should generally be the 
officer second in command of a corps, but in no case will 
he be under the rank of captain ; a Commanding Officer 
may, under exeptional circumstances and with the sanc- 
tion of the General Officer Commanding, appoint himself 
President. The President will, whenever practicable, be 
exempted from serving on boards of survey, courts of 
enquiry, and courts-martial. No officer of the regimental 
staff is to be appointed a member, and save under unavoid- 
able necessity not more than one member should be 
changed at a time. 

79. The duties of the committee are to superintend the 
whole management of the affairs and accounts of the 
Institute ; to take charge of and disburse its funds; to 
visit its several premises frequently and nae a the quality 
of all articles sold therein ; and generally to carry into 
eftect the regulations and rules relating thereto. When 
the refreshment branch is maintained on the regimental 
system, the committee will authorize all purchases, regulate 
the selling prices, receive daily the money taken for sales, 
and make all the necessary payments to tradesmen for 
supplies. They will take stock and examine the books and 
accounts monthly, and will superintend the preparation of 
the abstracts therefrom required by the regulations. 

As a general rule, the more immediate supervision of 
the several establishments of the Institute should be 
divided among the members as may seem expedient ; not 
however in any manner that may tend to impair the 
control or lessen the responsibilities of the President or. 
of the committee as a body. 

80. On the appointment of a new committee or'a new 
President, a regimental board consisting of a‘field officer 
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if possible as president, and of which the outgoing and changes in 
incoming committee-presidents shall form wil) phe com: 


assemble for the purpose of thoroughly examining the made. 
financial condition and the accounts of the several esta- 
blishments of the Institute. They will record distinctly, . 
with reference to each, as follows :— : ! 

(a) The actual cash balance at the date of transfer, and 
and in whose hands it has been ascertained to be lodged ; 

(6): The liabilities of the institutions on all accounts, 
ineluding merchants’, and tradesmen’s bills, and cheques 
drawn upon the funds but remaining unpresented ; 

(c) assets ascertained and assessed to theirsatisfaction, 

The proceedings will be retained by the commanding 
officer fer further reference in determining the responsi- 
bilities of the respective committees. 

81. A sub-committee of three non-commissioned officers Sub-com- 
will be appointed by the Commanding Officer, to act under mittee ef 
the superintendence of the committee in such manner as *"” 
they may direct, with regard to the more immediate internal 
management of the several parts of the Institute. The 
sub-committee will not have any concern in the making of 
contracts or money payments, and are not empowered to 
make any changes or issue any instructions, but will 
submit their recommendations to the committee for 
consideration. 

82. The Canteen is to be maintained on the footing of @ Nature ang | 
well conducted tavern for the sale of wines, malt liquors, uses of the 
aerated waters, bread, biscuits, cheese, tobacco, &c. At home C@ateen. 
stations the sale of spirituous liquors of any description is 
strictly prohibited, but at stations abroad Commanding 
Officers will use their discretion in this respect. No in- 
toxicating or malt liquors of auy description are to be sold 
before 12 o’clock noon, nor after tattoo, nor during the hours 
of Divine Service on Sundays ; nor will any such liquors be 

[sold at any time to any person appearing to be intoxicated, 
or on the verge of intoxication. The canteen will be closed 
at tattoo. 7 
_ 88. The grocery shop is not to be connected or associated th procery 
- fin any way with the canteen (except as relating to its shop.

Simple 
medicines may be sold, but will be restricted to harmless 
drugs approved by the visiting medical officer.

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poente to other articles the discretion of the Commandi 

Officer is not restricted. The grocery shop will be opene 
at such hour as the Commanding Officer may determine, 
and closed half an hour after tattoo. 

The ecffee. 84. The coffee-room will be associated with the grocery 

room, shop, but whenever practicable a separate room will be 
allotted to it, and in any case a partition should be made 
to divide the two. It will, whenever possible, form an 
adjunct to the soldiers’ recreation-room, and is maintained 
for the supply of refreshments of the following nature :— 
tea, coflee, cocoa, non-alcoholic drinks, soup, fish, eggs, 
bacon, cooked and preserved meats, &c. It will be opened 
at such an hour as will enable men to have refreshments 
before the morning parade, and will be closed half an hour 
after tattoo. 

Persons 85. Officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers, 

entitled to and soldiers, with their families and servants, are the only 

Institute. persons permitted to purchase articles at any of the 
establishments belonging to the Institute ; and where such 
exist in their own corps, they are prohibited, save under 
exceptional circumstances and with their Commanding 
Officer’s permission, from making purchases in those of 
other corps, except as regards such articles as may be 
consumed on the premises. 

Dealingon $86. All persons entitled to deal at these institutions are 

baa oe strictly prohibited from purchasing, or being concerned in 

hibited‘ the purchase, of articles for the benefit or on behalf of 
persons not so entitled. Any wilful breach of this 
regulation, if committed by a soldier, wil! render him 
liable to punishment, or to be prohibited the use of such 
institution, and if committed by any other person will 
render such person or family implicated therein liable to 
a like prohibition, at the discretion of the Commanding 
Officer of the corps concerned.

90. Non-commissioned officers and soldiers may, at the Soldiers’ 
discretion of the Commanding Officer, be permitted to friends ad- 
introduce their male friends into the coffee-room, on con- coffee-room.

of the first post of tattoo. The person who thus introduces 
a friend will be considered responsible for his good 
behaviour. The Commanding Officer is empowered to 
exclude any individual at any time. 

91. Everything purchased at any of the establishments of F riage 
the Institute will be paid for at once in ready money,” 
except that pass-book accounts, to be paid weekly, may be 
allowed for officers and serjeants’ messes, for the families 
of. officers, warrant officers, and such others entitled to 
deal thereat as may be specially sanctioned by the Com- 
manding Officer. 

92. All canteens, grocery shops, coffee-rooms, recreation- All premises 
rooms, and other premises appertaining to the Institute, . eine 
will be visited frequently by the Commanding Officer, ; 
who will also direct the medical officer doing duty with 
the corps to visit the same occasionally ; they will be 
visited daily by the captain or subaltern of the day. 

88. Within the United Kingdom, local inspectors of Inspection ot 
weights and measures are to have access to all canteens Welgnts and 
and other premises of Institutes for the purpose of carry- : 
ing out the provisions of the Weights and Measures Act, 

1878. 

94. Rules for the management in detail of canteens, Rules issued 
grocery shops, and coffee-rooms are issued separately, and separately. 
will be observed by all concerned in the same manner as if 
they were contained in these Regulations. Extracts 
therefrom, as approved by the Commander-in-Chief, will 
be conspicuously posted up in all institutions to which 
they refer. 


Regimental Recreation-Rooms, 


95. Regimental recreation-rooms form part of the Nature and 
Regimental Institute of the corps to which they are ap- objects. 
idadveaiee Their object is, in conjunction with garrison — 
ibraries, to afford to the troops the means, within the 
barracks, of employing their leisure hours in rational 
amusement and the acquisition of useful knowledge, and 
thus to encourage habits of morality and sobriety. 

96. Where the construction of the barracks admits of it, Accommo 


? dation pro- 
vided. 
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there are to be two recreation-rooms for each corps, which 
will be specially furnished by the Government, and placed 
under the charge of the regimental librarian ; one of them 
to be used as a reading room, the other as aroom for games; 
where only one room can be spared it is to be used for both 
purposes. A reading room will be provided when possible 
for a detachment. At stations where there is accom- - 
modation for one corps only, the recreation-room will serve - 
also as the library. A coifee-bar for refreshments will, 
when necessary and practicable, be provided... 

Malnien: 97. Recreation-rooms are maintained partly by voluntary 

ance. subscriptions from the troops using them, and partly by a 
grant under the Allowance Regulations, the disposal of 
which is regulated by paragraph 109. They are supplied 
with fuel and light under the Allowance Regulations, 

Manage- 98, The management and superintendence of recreation- 

ee rooms, and the regulation of the expenditure of their} 

tendence. funds, form part of the duties of the committee of the 
| Regimental Institute to which they belong. The sub- 

_ committee referred to in paragraph 81 will recommend to

introduction of wine, beer, or spirits, under any pretence, is 
strictly prohibited. 

105. The recreation-rooms may be kept open till 10.30 Extra hours, 
p-m. in summer (April to September), for men who have 
received leave specially from their Commanding Officers to 
attend after tattoo. 

106. Games, furniture, and utensils, which are supplied Games, fur- 
at the public expense on the requisition of Commanding ™ture, &. 
Officers, are to be considered as barrack stores, and are to 
be dealt with as such. “a 

All articles, not of a portable nature, purchased for re- 
creation-rooms out of the fundsof Regimental Institutes with 
the sanction of the General Officer Commanding, will, as a 
rule, on the departure of a corps from the station, be taken 
over ata reduction by the relieving corps. Under excep- 
tional circumstances, or in the event of disagreement with 
respect to such articles, General Officers Commanding will 
direct at their discretion the course to be pursued. 
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Their object. 107, Garrison libraries are established with the same 
objects as recreation-rooms, and are open to all subscribers 


thereto. 
_ Government 108. For the maintenance of the libraries, and in aid of 
grant, the regimental recreation-rooms, a sum is granted as laid 


down in the Allowance Regulations. The books purchased 
out of this grant,in the manner hereinafter stated, will 
belong to the library of the station, but the periodicals, 
arid ap eels and games purchased will become the property 
of the co 

Disposal 109. e proceeds of the grant referred to in para- 

efgrant. graph 108, together with the subscriptions to regimental 
recreation-rooms, are to be appropriated by the committee 
of the Regimental Institute, with the approval of the 
Commanding Officer, on condition that, in addition to the 
gums required towards the pay of the garrison librarian, 
not less than five shillings per troop, battery, or company 
be appropriated quarterly in advance for the purchase of 
new books for the library of the station, for the necessary 
expenses of stationery and binding, and for the repair of 
books injured by fair wear. This contribution is due in 
full on the first day of the quarter from each troop, battery, 
and company in garrison on that day; and will be paid by 
the Paymaster to the Officer in charge of the barracks, for 
disbursement by him on requisitions of the garrison library 
committee, countersigned by the Officer Commanding at 
the station. 

Detach- 110. When troops or companies are detached, the con- 

ments. tribution of 5s. per quarter is to be paid by such detach- 

‘ ments to the library of the station at which they may be 
serving, and not to the library at the headquarter station. 
When, however, a troop or company is detached at a station 
where there is no garrison library, the contribution of 5s. 
per quarter will be paid to the library of the station where 
the headquarters of the corps is serving ; the reading-room 
of the detachment being supplied with books from that 
library, and the cost of carriage between the two stations 
being defrayed from the recreation-room funds of the 
detachment. Such detachment will also contribute its 
quota towards the pay of the garrison librarian of the 
station from which the books are received. Detachments 
which do not participate in the Government grant will 
not be called upon to subscribe to the garrison library, 
nor towards the pay of the garrison librarian. 
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111: At stations where artillery and engineer libraries Artillery 
are in existence, the contribution of 5s. per battery or Spd cusineer 
compauy is to be made to the regimental and not to the 

ison library. Atsuch places the Artillery and Engineers 
will not be permitted to make use of the garrison library ; 
but at other stations, those corps will be placed on the 
same footing as all other branches of the service, and the 
sum of 5s. per quarter will be paid out of the allowance of 
each battery or company towards the support of the gar- 
rison library, whether the men do or do not avail them- 
selves of the books. 

112. The garrison library, which is under the general Garrison 
supervision of the Director-General of Military Education, eeitrad 
constitutes a central depét, from which books are issued to dep&. 
the several regimental recreation-rooms, according to the 
regulations hereinafter stated. Library books are available 
to the subscribers to the recreation-rooms, without further 
charge. The books are also available to officers (on sub- 
scribing ls. per month); and to others employed in the 
departments of the army, on payment of subscriptions as 
specified in paragraph 99. The libraries are to be used as 
reading-rooms only by those subscribers who wish to 
consult books of reference which cannot be circulated 
generally. . 

118. Where there is more than one corps at a station, a Garrison 
garrison library committee is to be formed, consisting of oases 
such number of members of the regimental committees 
as the Officer Commanding at the station shall determine. 

This committee is to meet at least once in each quarter; 

to compare the lists of books lee by the several regi- 

mental committees to be purc , reducing those lists if 
necessary ; and to submit their final recommendation for 

the approval of the officer commanding at the station. 

The committee is also to examine the quarterly reports and 
statement of accounts prepared by the librarian before 

they are laid before the quarterly board of officers 
referred to in paragraph 128, and submitted to the 
General Officer Commanding. The officer in charge of bar- 

racks should, when convenient and no expense is in- 

curred, be a member of the quarterly board. 

‘’ 114. Commanding Officers will takecare, when sanction- ee 
ing the purchase of new books, that a reasonable propor- ° Pome: 
tion of works of an instructive as well as of an interest- 

ing character, such as histories, travels, and general 
literature, are obtained. No works of an immoral ten- 

dency, or of a political or controversial character, can in 
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. any case be sanctioned. Any books which, after purchase,

shall be found to be unfit in any respect for circulation, 
are to be condemned by order of the Officer Commanding 
the garrison, and forwarded to the Stationery Office as 
unserviceable ; and the corps out of whose funds they 
may have been provided is to be required to supply other 
works of equal value. | 

115. No donation of books for libraries is to be accepted 
until they shall have been approved by the Officer Com- 
manding at the garrison or station. 

116. At stations where hospital libraries do not exist, 
books for the use of patients will be obtained periodically 


‘by requisitions on the garrison librarian, by the medical 


officer in charge. Books so obtained will be placed in 
charge of the wardmaster, and damages done or losses 
sustained will be assessed and recovered in the manner 
laid down in paragraphs 118 and 119 of this Section. - - 

117. Ina similar manner schoolmasters are to be allowed 
to take out, without payment of fees, such works of reference 
as they may require to assist: them in preparing lectures 
for delivery to the troops ; the schoolmasters being held 
strictly responsible for the safe return of the same. 

118. An officer of the troops, not under the rank of 
captain, accompanied by the quartermasters of the different 
corps in garrison, will, under the direction of the Officer 
Commanding, make a minute monthly inspection of the 
library books not then in circulation, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the losses sustained, and damage done, during 
the month immediately preceding, and of assessing the 
charges for the same. At every movement or inter- 
change of troops the Officer in charge of barracks should 
join in the inspection of the books. In every case in 
which a single volume belonging to a set is lost or in- 
jured, unless the work be one of which the volumes are pro- 
curable separately, an amount, to be adjudged. by the library 
committee and sanctioned, by the Commanding Officer, is 
tc be charged against the soldier. Aii damages to, and 
deficiencies in, books, discovered by an incoming corps, 
are to be charged against the corps relieved; the latter 
being required to leave the books in the ‘same ‘order in 


which they received them. = 


119. Statements of the charges assessed at marchjng-out 


inspections are to be attested by the signature ‘of the Officer 


in charge of barracks and of the officer who assists him. 
At the monthly inspections the inspecting officer will attest 
the charges. These statements will be transmitted by 
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the officer in charge of barracks to .the paymasters of::the 
corps and depéts, with a view to the amount being re- 
tovered from the non-commissioned officers and men at 
their next settlement. Should the Officer in charge of 
barracks and.the Officer Commanding disagree as to the 
amount to be charged to.the troops, the same -eourse is 
to be adopted as for barrack damages under similar circum- 
stances. | 

120. No charges are to be made for damage arising from 
fair wear and tear; and the inspecting officers above 
referred to. may exercise their discretion in awarding the 
charge to be made against a corps for the loss of or damage 
done to. beok whenever it shall be satisfactorily shown 
that it has been the result of accident and not of design ; 
in the latter case the full amount of damage is to be 
recovered from the soldier committing it. All repairs 
required for the books owing to-fair wear and tear are to 
be reported quarterly to the Commanding Officer;.who will 
authorize the same to be carried out at the expense of the 
library fund. ee : 

_-. 121. Books pe cugine to garrison libraries, condemned 

by quarterly boards of officers as unserviceable, will be 
sold on the spot, and the proceeds of such sales will be 
credited to the garrison library fund. The library com- 
mittee, under the authority of the General or other Office: 
Commanding the district or station, will, without previous 
reference to the War Office, take the necessary steps to 
dispose of such books to the best advantage ; but the 
conditions of each sale will be recorded, and the amount 
realized accounted for, in the next quarterly statement of 
accounts rendered. Lists of all books so disposed of will 
also -be furnished, with the annual reports, for the infor- 
mation of the Adjutant-General. , 

122. Duplicate copies of books in a serviceable con- 
dition, if not required in the library at one ‘station, are 
not to be sold, but transferred, under proper authority, to 
that of another. On no account should any sale take 
place at stations within the command of a General Officer 
without his authority having been first obtained.. A copy 
of the instructions contained in this and the preceding 
ish will be hung up in a conspicuous place in every 

ibrary, and the attention of the quarterly boards of officers 

and of the garrison library committees is to be drawn to 

them by the ‘librarian at each quarterly or intermediate 
ion. | 
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128. On a corps quitting a station all books are to be jr ‘° 
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returned to the library, and all accounts connected there- 
with settled three days before the departure of the regi- 
mental headquarters. Army Forms N 1489 and N 1530 
are to be carefully filled up, and a copy of each filed and 
left in the library, or (if the station is left vacant) with 
the Officer in charge of barracks. Should a corps quit 
a station suddenly, the same course is to be adopted as 
for barrack damages under similar circumstances. In 
all cases of a station being vacant on png oalealy the 
General Officer Commanding is to bring the circumstance 
to the notice of the Commander-in-Chief, forwarding 
at the same time a certified copy of the report (Army 
Form N 1489), and statement of accounts (Army Form 
N 1530), left by the corps which last occupied the 
station. 

124. A garrison librarian, permanent or acting, will be 
appointed at stations occupied by troops where a garrison 
library has been established; he is to conform to all 
orders with respect to his duties which he shall receive 
from the officer commanding at the station. Should a 
station be unoccupied by troops, the library is to be under 
the care of the officer in charge of barracks, Applications 
for the appointment of a permanent librarian are to be 
addressed to the Adjutant-General. 

125. At stations to which no permanent librarian has 
been appointed, the Officer Commanding is to select a trust- 
worthy regimental non-commissioned officer to perform the 
duty of librarian. Such non-commissioned officer is to 
receive an allowance of 6d. per diem, defrayed out of the 
recreation-room funds of the several corps at the station, in 
proportions to be fixed by the garrison library committee. 
Should there be only one corps at the station, this non-com- 
missioned officer may also be required to take charge of the 
regimental recreation-rooms without further remunera- 
tion; but where there is more than one corps, the offices 
in question must be kept distinct. At very small stations 
the salary—which is in no case to exceed 6d. per diem— 
may be reduced at the discretion of the Officer Command- 
ing, according to the number of troops or companies ; and 
when the garrison is a mixed one, there should be only 
one librarian to act for all. 

126. The garrison librarian is to appear in uniform when 
on duty, and is at all times to present a clean and respect- 
able appearance, as well as to have the library and] his 
own quarters in perfect order. He is to attend at the 
library at such hours as the General Officer Commanding 
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or Officer Commanding the troops at the station may direct, 
receive and exchange books, and to see that the books 
and other public property in his charge are not misused. 
It is his duty to call attention to any unusual detention of 
books by a corps, and to take instructions as to the time 
to be allowed for the retention of a volume by any corps 
when the demand for the book renders it necessary to 
limit such time. He is responsible for the safe custody 
of the books, and is to prepare the annual reports and 
the quarterly statement of accounts at the end of each 
quarter, and to see that the titles of all books added to 
the library during the quarter, as well as of those lost or 
condemned, are correctly stated. 

127. Where permanent librarians are employed and the Librarian's 
construction of the barrack admits of it, a room—-adjacent @arter. 
to the library, if practicable— will be appropriated per- 
manently as a librarian’s quarter. The librarian is not, 
under any circumstances, to make use of the library as a 
private quarter. 

128. A garrison board of officers—-consisting, where Quarterly - 

racticable, of one captain, one subaltern, and the officer boards. 
in charge of barracks, when his services are available and 
no expense is incurred, will be assembled immediately after 
the close of each quarter, to verify the library accounts 
and the number of books in charge. 

129. The quarterly statement of accounts is to be pre- Quarterly'™ 
pared (on Army Form N 1530), and addressed to the statement of 
General Officer Commanding the district for hisinformation. ““°""* 
These statements will be prepared at the end of each — 
quarter, whether it has been practicable to assemble a 
board or not. In the latter case they will be signed by 
the president of the library committee and by the Officer 
Commanding. In all cases correct copies are to be filed 
by the librarian and kept in the library for future refer- 
ence. A certified copy should also be supplied to the 
Officer in charge of barracks for his information. 

180. The quarterly boards on libraries will append to Pertificates 
their reports a certiticate to the following effect :—. fcporta: ae 

Ist. That the catalogues are legible and perfect in every 7 

respect. 
_ 9nd. That the numbers on the backs of the books 
correspond with those in the catalogue. 

3rd. That the names of all missing and condemned 

books have been erased.

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181. The names of all new book are to be entered before 
being taken into use, and all alterations in the catalogue 
are to be authenticated by the signature of the president 
of the board. ; 

182. A report upon each gasrison library, Le on 
Army Form N_ 1489, will be furnished annually 
through the General or other Officer Commanding to the 
Adjutant-General, as soon as possible after the sitting of 
the quarterly board at the close of the year. 

188. General Officers at their periodical inspections of 
the troops will report upon the state of the different 





libraries and regimental recreation-rooms within their 


commands, as well as on the degree of attention paid to 
them by the librarians, submitting at the same time such 
suggestions as may be deemed necessary for their im- 
provement. 


IV.— MEMORIALS IN CHURCHES AND CHAPELS. 


184. No monument or memorial of any kind is to be 
erected in ny garrison church or chapel without the 
design having been first submitted for approval, and the 
sanction of the Commander-in-Chief obtained. Such 
sanction will only be Bt (except in very special 
cases) when the officer whose memory it is proposed to 

rpetuate shall, at the time of his death, have been on 
Fall pay on duty at the station to which the church or 
chapel belongs. 

185. No monument or memorial exceeding 288 square 
inches, exclusive of a 2-inch margin all round for mount- 
ing in the case of brasses, is to be erected to the meat | 
of any officer, except under special circumstances ; ea 
case is to be specially reported, and decided upon its merits. 

136. Any monument or memorial executed without 
sanction having been previously obtained, or the design 
having been approved, must be at the risk of the persons 
who order the work to proceed without first complying 
with these regulations. 

187. Applications in respect to memorials intended to 
be inead in the military churches at Woolwich and 
Wellington Barracks, London, will be specially considered.

When the troops are moving out of 
the district, this notification is in like manner to be made 
to the Officer in charge of supplies of the district which 
the troops are leaving, as wall as of that to which they 
are proceeding. Any alteration in the date of movement 
after the notice has been sent by the Commanding Officer is 
to be immediately notified to those Officers having charge 
of supplies who are concerned therein.

11. Detachments composed of 200 men or upwards, and Medical

In all cases the 
travelling expenses of military medical officers accompany- 
ing troops will be charged on the route issued for the 
troops, which, when necessary, should be returned for 
alteration.

. ceed, both their arrival therein and their departure there- 
from. Detachments not exceeding 100 officers and men, 
including their families, all persons being in full health, 
embarked in Her Majesty’s troopships for short voyages 
on homie service, will be in medical charge of the naval 
medical officer on board. 
Detachments 12. The Principal or Senior Medical Officer of the 
ee District or Command will make all necessary arrange- 
officers, ments for the medical charge of corps and detachments of 
troops to which a military medical officer is not attached, 
and will submit the same for the approval of the General 
or other Officer in command, who will cause the arrange- 
ments made, together with the rate of remuneration sanc- 
tioned, to be promulgated in General Orders. 

Civilian Medical Practitioners may, when necessary, be 
employed under the provisions of the Royal Warrant 
Relating to Pay, &c., without reference to higher authority, 
but no exceptional rate of remuneration in excess of these 
terms will admitted as a charge against the public, 
without the recommendation of the Director-General, Army 
Medical Department, and the sanction of the Secretary of 
State. 

Early intimation of the movement of troops, and of the 
intended occupation of camps and posts, for the medical 
charge of which no provision has been made, will be given 
to the Principal Medical Officer, in order to enable him to 
make the necessary arrangements. Should a body of troo 
be, through any emergency, left without medical aid, the 
Officer Commanding will at once report the circumstance to 
the Principal Medical Officer, making in the meantime such 
local and temporary arrangements as may be necessary 
to meet the emergency.

General and other Officers Commanding will take Route 
measures to render the winter route marches thoroughly. morchins te 
effective and instructive both to officers and men. These effective. 
marches should take place not less than once a week, and eae 
be conducted strictly according to the rules for route- 
marching contained in the book of “Infantry Drill.” The 
distances prescribed are calculated to habituate the men 
to carry their packs through an ordinary day's march 
without fallmg out or suffering undue fatigue. The 
greatest attention should be paid by Commanding Officers Fitting of 
and captains of companies to the state and proper sane boots. 
of the men’s boots ; especial care being taken that boys an 
growing lads are not allowed to wear boots of too small a 
size. On the line of march, the men should always be made 
to wash their feet daily, and to soap their feet or the inside oe 
of their socks before starting. 

14, When troops are quartered in billets, the officer who Billets. 
draws the billets is to take care to assort them so that the 
men of each troop or company are Bie together as much as 
possible, in order to facilitate the duty of continual 
superintendence, ' which is never to be dispensed with 
under any circumstances. The officers should be 
quartered as near as possible to their men. When 
soldiers on the march from one station to another, or Billets for 
awaiting embarkation at a port, are quartered in barracks officers ealy. 
instead of being billeted, and there is no available accom- 
modation in the barracks for the officers accompanying the 
troops, billets for such officers should be drawn on the 
Route, as their hotel expenses will not be allowed. The 
billeting parties which proceed in advance of corps on the 
march should not be billeted with the main body on the 
last night before the end of the march, but should, after 
drawing billets for the corps for that night, go on to their 
destination in camp or barracks. 

15. Commanding Officers are to see that small parties or Billeting 
individual soldiers, when detached on any service and °™#!

toa 
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quartered in billets, are provided with sufficient money 
to pay for the same ; and all non-commissioned officers in 
charge of such small parties, as well as soldiers travelling 
singly, will be held strictly responsible for the payment 
of their billets before leaving, as required by the Army 
Act, 1881. On arrival at a military station on temporary 
duty, non-commissioned officers and men of all corps are to 
be attached to the troops for quarters and rations. 

16. When a medical officer is temporarily attached to a 
mounted corps for duty on the line of march, the Com- 
manding Officer is to provide him with a troup horse. 
A billet is at all times to be drawn for him as in the case 
ef regimental officers. 

17, The exemption of troops, under Section 143 of 
the Army Act, 1881, from the payment of tolls, only 
applies to tolls established by Act of Parliament, and does 
not exempt troops from fees exacted from the public by 

rivate owners for permission to pass over their bridges er 
fends. Commanding Officers can always ascertain whether 
a toll is authorised by Parliament, by referring to the 
board at the gate. 


III._ MOVEMENTS BY RAILWAY. 


18. When troops are ordered to move by railway, a 
statement of the number of officers, men, families, horses, 
guns, &c., and the quantity of baggage to proceed by 
rail, is to be furnished by a staff officer if there is one—if 
not, by the Commanding Officer—to the station-master, one 
day before the date of departure. Two days’ previous 
notice should be given when conveyance is required for 
any large number of troop-horses. On home service 
arrangements for the movement of bodies of troops ex- 
ceeding 5U, are usually made by the Quartermaster-General, 
in direct communication with the several railway com- 
panies, except in those cases in which the move is purely 
a district move, when the necessary arrangements are 
made under the instructions of the General Officer Com- 
manding. 

19. The women and children must be at the station half- 
an-hour before the time named for the departure of the 
train; a non-commissioned officer, furnished with a 
nominal list, will have charge of them, with orders to see 
them placed at once in their carriages. The sick (under 
a medical officer), if ordered to move with the corps, will 
be at the railway station at the same time. 
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20. When special trains conveying troops arrive at or Assistance to 
depart from a station, Officers Commanding are to render to alway 8 
the railway officials any assistance they may require in :

Form 01799. Ordinarily a separate order will be given for 
each journey, but one order will be sufficient when an officer 
proceeds on a tour of duty. Or, if an officer makes 
periodical journeys within a certain district, an order 
covering journeys within such district during a specified 
period not exceeding three months may be given. 

24. In addition to the order on Army Form O 1799, Form for 

officers proceeding on railway journeys in Great Britaia oa 
will provide themselves with copies of Army Form O 1800. 
One such form, filled up by the officer himself, will be 
given to the booking clerk on each occasion of obtaining a 
ticket at the statutory rate, even when several tickets have 
to be obtained during a single journey. 

Officers arriving at a port and not having a copy of Army 
Form O 1800, will, when time admits, obtain one from the 
nearest Army Office of Regular or Auxiliary Forces. 

This form will not be required for railway journeys 
in Ireland, and, as the Cheap Trains Act does not apply 
to Ireland, an officer’s ticket will only be claimed for 

journeys in Ireland when the ordinary first-class ticket 
exceeds the rate of 2¢.amile. The form will be used for 
fares from ports in Ireland or the Channel Islands to 
places of destination in Great Britain and wice versa 
when a through ticket by boat and railis granted. - |

26. When a summons is issued against a soldier under 
the Poor or Bastardy Acts, and a sum of money is left, m 
accordance with the provisions of Section 145 (3) of the 
Army Act, 1881, with his Commanding Officer, to enable 
the soldier to attend the hearing of the case and return te 
his quarters, the sum so left should not be given to the 
soldier, but he should be supplied with the necessary rail- 
way warrant or ticket for his return, and such portion of 
the balance, after deducting the cost of such warrant or 
ticket, as he may require for his subsistence. The re- 
mainder of the money, if any, should be returned to the 
person from whom it was receiv 


IV.—BAGGAGE.* 


27. When a corps receives orders to move from one 
station to another, whether on home service, or proceeding 
to, or from, or between stations abroad, a sufficient quantity 
of mess property is to be carried with the corps to render 
the mess available until the day of departure, and on the 
day after that of arrival. 

28. Each corps is to furnish its own baggage guard 
en the line of march, and to be responsible for the safety 
of its baggage. The officer in charge of the baggage- 
guard is to tell off his men to the several wagons, and 
to make them accountable that nothing is removed. The 
men of the guard are never to put their arms on the 
wagons, but are to march by the sides with bayonets fixed. 
In the case of hired transport the officer is responsible 
that the drivers and horses are not ill-used, and that 
nothing is required of them which they are not bound 
by Act of Parliament or previous agreement to perform. 
At night, when the baggage is not unloaded, the wagons 
are to be parked, so as to occupy as little space as possible, 
and placed under the charge of sentries. 

29. When troops are moved from one station to another, 
Commanding Officers will requisition the Army Service 
Corps Officer in charge of transport for means of convey- 


* Baggage for embarkation is regulated by paragraphs 28-46, Section 
XVII., and for railway by paragraphs 21 and 22 of this Section. 
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ance for regimental baggage and stores to or from 
barracks, wharves, or railway stations. In the event of 
that officer ea unable to comply with the demand by 
the provision of military transport, he will point out to 
the officer requisitioning the existence of any government 
transport contracts of which advantage should be taken. 
Should the case be one of too great emergency to resort to 
the above course, or if the prices asked for hired transport 
compare unfavourably with those laid down in the Army 
Act, or if no transport can be hired, Commanding Officers 
will take steps to the full extent of the powers conferred 
upon them by the Army Act for the impressment of 
carriages for the conveyance of regimental baggage and 
stores when travelling under route. 

30. The drivers of the Army Service Corps are to have Loading and 
nothing to do with loading or unloading the wagons; the Saeena % 
whole of the labour required is to be furnished by the : 
troops. Commanding Officers will, therefore, detail fatigue- 

arties under regimental officers for that purpose imme- 

iately the occasion so requires; and departmental officers 
will also make immediate arrangements to provide for 
this duty, as far as their departments are concerned. The 
method of packing, as well as the size and weight of the 
articles to carried on each wagon and pack-animal, 
should be decided by the officer in charge of the transport, 
and the work of loading should be performed under his 
technical superintendence. 

31, When the squadron cart is used with a single troop Squadron 

of cavalry on the line of march for the conveyance of carton line 
officers’ light baggage, gee saddles of sick horses, and ° 
articles 1 pede to the farriers’ work, the entire load 
is not, under ordinary circumstances, to exceed 10 cwt. 
Each officer will be allowed to take in the cart 80 lbs. of 
light baggage. When the cart moves with the head- 
quarter troop, and on all occasions when the cart accom- 
panies a squadron, the load is not to exceed 15 cwt. 

In quarters the cart will only be used for services Its use in 
strictly military. It will on no account be used for the asrte™. 
conveyance of baggage belonging to individuals, nor upon 
services connected with the officers’ mess, nor upon any 
other work not absolutely included in the duties of regi- 
mental transport. 

82. Care must be taken by all officers concerned that the Agena of 
transport is not unnecessarily detained ; and any com- 
plaint on this point is at once to be brought to the notice 
of the General Officer in command.

8. When troops are ordered to proceed to a station Selection of 
abroad special instructions for their selection, prepara- motile the 
tion, and equipment will be issued by the Adjutant- Sonpanibe: 
General, or by the Head of the Department in the case 
of Departmental Corps. No man is to be sent to the 
headquarters of a battalion abroad until he has been 
thoroughly drilled and instructed in the use of his arms, 
and has completed a recruit’s course of musketry. The 
men are to be selected for the service companies accordin 
to the date of their enlistment, provided they are in all 
respects fit. Attention is to be paid to the age and con- 
stitution of men selected, so that the draft may consist of 
those best qualified to bear the effects of a change of 
climate : for service in India, and other tropical climates,

4. The General or other Officer Commanding the district Preliminary 
or station will then make a minute inspection of the ™Petons 
trcops, with a view to ascertain their general efficiency 
and the state of their equipments. A medical examina- 
tion of the troops is at the same time to be made, and 

_18139__fonly such officers and men as are physically fit to serve 
13 in the climate for which they are destined are to be 
selected for embarkation. Subsequently, as near to the 
date of embarkation as practicable, the troops will be 
inspected also by the Principal Medical Officer of the dis- 
trict or Senior Medical Officer of the station, if other than 
the headquarters of the district. At such inspections, the 
medical history sheet of each soldier should, if possible, 
be available for reference by the inspecting officer, in order 
that the medical antecedents of the man may be taken 
into consideration before deciding as to his fitness to 
proceed. In the case of drafts, a medical certificate regard- 
ing the fitness of each man for service abroad is to accom- 

pany the other documents connected with them. 
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5. Every soldier, woman, and child will be carefully 
écaninet by a medical officer on the day of their depar- 
ture from the station, or, if this be not practicable, on the 
previous day ; and every individual who may show symp- 
toms of contagious or infectious disease is to be detained, 
and not allowed to accompany the troops to the port of 
embarkation, nor to enter the ship for any purpose what- 
ever. In cases of venereal and other ailments which in 
the opinion of the Inspecting Medical Officer are slight, 
and from which the men are likely to recover during the 
voyage, so as to be fit for duty on disembarkation, they 
should not be precluded from embarking with their corps or 
detachments proceeding on ordinary tours of service abroad 
(active service only excepted), nor in such cases should 
the men be disembarked at intermediate ports during the 
voyage. A nominal return of men so embarked will be 
drawn up and signed by the Inspecting Medical Officer, 
and handed to the Medical Officer in ch of the troops 


on board. All soldiers’ families under orders to proceed 


to a station abroad should be under medical observation 
for some weeks before embarkation. Every woman, and 
every child above three months old, must be vaccinated 
before proceeding to embark, unless bearing satisfactory 
marks of previous vaccination (see graphs 50 and 51), 

6. Applications for passage for soldiers to stations abroad 
are always to state whether they are married or not; if 
married, whether on the Married Roll, and whether their 
wives will accompany them; also the ages and sexes of 
their children to be embarked. (For embarkation of 
prisoners, see Part I., Section VI, paragraphs 176-180.) 

7. A return of the numbers for embarkation (on Army 
Form B 144) will be sent to the Adjutant-General 
through the General Officer Commanding, as soon as 
possible after the troops, whether complete corps, or drafts, 
or small parties, have been placed under orders to embark 
for service abroad. Special care should be taken that an 
amended return on the same form be immediately ren- 
dered to him on each occasion of any casualties occurring to 
alter the numbers either of officers or soldiers, or their 
families. In preparing this return, the part of it relating 
to officers’ families must be carefully completed, and the 
necessary information obtained from those officers in- 
tended to embark who are not present at the station. 
When a draft for a battalion abroad is prepared by the 
home battalion, the Officer Commanding the latter should 
communicate with the regimental district to ascertain 
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whether there are any women authorized to embark with 

the draft to join their husbands abroad, and if so what 

are their addresses, &c., so that. they may be included in 

the return, and timely orders, both of readiness and for 

embarkation, be sent to them by the battalion which pre- 
the draft. 

8. In the case of drafts or individual warrant officers Duplicate 
or men embarking for service abroad, a corresponding given to 
return, in duplicate, with additional information (on Army superintead- 
Form B 143), prepared according to the instructions con- ‘gta 
tained in the form, is to be taken by the officer or non- 
commissioned officer in charge to the port of embarkation, 
and handed to the superintending Staff Officer as the official 
report of the troops embarking. After verifying these 
returns, the Staff Officer will hand over one copy to the 
Officer Commanding the troops on board, retaining the 
ether. The return on Army Form B 143, in duplicate, must 
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be taken in every case of embarkation, without exception, 
including even that of asingle man, and of persons not 


entitled to passage, but embarked by indulgence. This 
return is not to be packed up with other documents, but 
taken charge of personally by the Officer, Warrant Officer, 
or. non-commissioned officer in charge, or by the man 
himself, if proceeding alone, so as to be ready to be handed 
over when asked for. - 

9. Officers detailed to proceed abroad on duty with a Duty of 
draft will receive orders to join from the Officer Com- ena ot 
manding the corps preparing the draft, and must accompany drafts. 
it from the station where it is prepared to the port of em- 
barkation. The senior officer 1s to be ordered to join at 
least seven days before the date of embarkation, during 
which time he should ascertain that all the necessary 
documents are prepared, and that the draft is in every way 
complete. 

10. When a cavalry regiment is ordered to embark for Cavalry | 
service abroad, all horses unfit for further service are at toembark. 
once to be brought forward for casting. The horses and 
horse-furniture, when they are not to be embarked with 
the troops, will be handed over to another regiment ; 

a regimental board of officers will be assembled in both 
corps to examine the condition of the saddlery and other 
horse equipments at the time of transfer, and their pro- 
ceedings ‘will be forwarded, with the report of the Com- 
manding Officers, to the Adjutant-Genera!. Vacancies in 
the es of saddle-tree maker, saddler, or shoeing-smith, Artificers. 
are not to be filled up in cavalry regiments after the usual 
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warning for service in India has been received by the Com- 
manding Officer, as these grades form no of the Indian 
establishment. Men of these grades who upon the em- 
barkation of a cavalry regiment for India have not: been 
otherwise provided for, will revert to their duty in the 
ranks with the grade they held before appointment as 
artificers. The saddler-serjeant of a regiment will accom- 
pany it to India in that grade. . 

Inspection of _ 11. In order to prevent corps from being embarked from 

equipment this country for India with portions of their eqppment in an 





hestethi ie unserviceable condition, arrangements have been made for 
fur India, the inspection of all regimental equipments by surveying 
officers of the India and War Departments, with a view 
to the replacement of any stores which may be found to 
be unserviceable. As, however, it is important that the 
responsibility for the proper condition of the equipments 
of a corps should rest with the Commanding Officer, 
it is to be understood that this course has only been sanc- 
tioned upon the condition that Officers Commanding corps 
under survey shall sign a joint report with the surveying 
officers, to the effect that the replacement of any per 
ticular article has been found absolutely necessary. These 
inspections are to be held at least two months before the 
embarkation of the regiment. (See Equipment Regulations.) 
Extracloth- 12. Commanding Officers are to take immediate steps te 
ing; sea-kié obtain the extra clothing, sea-kit, necessaries and other 
sarios, articles required during the voyage, and prescribed by 
regulation. (See Clothing Regulations.) Requisitions for 
these articles are to be addressed to the Director of 
Clothing, Army Clothing Depdt. Men who are already 
provided with any of the articles of sea-kit are not to be 
furnished with a duplicate supply of those articles. Special 
care should be taken that every man embarking is in 
_, possession of two pairs of boots in good and serviceable 
order, so as to be ready for the line of march on landing. 
Sea-kits are to be served out before the troops leave the 

barracks, but not until they are on the point of starting.| —— 

Exception, however, will be made as regards. the blue ae 

serge frock (when supplied) and the jersey, which will 

be issued to men embarking for India at the same time 
that the cloth, kersey, or tweed frock, is withdrawn. (See 
paragraph 43.) Tobacco is to be provided for such men 
only as are in the habit of using it. The supply should 
he sufficient for the voyage and for a fortnight after land- 
‘"* ing. Wire guards for pipes are to be supplied with the 
tobacco at the expense of the men. . 
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13. When a corps is placed under orders to proceed to Necessaries 
India, the Commanding Officer will, ahould he desire to do so, pu. qubark- 
forward to the Director of Clothing demands for a supply from India. 
of necessaries equal to twelve months’ consumption, as 
detailed in the Clothing Regulations. On a corps return- 
ing from India, the necessaries in its regimental stores 
are to be transferred to some other corps remaining in 
India, in accordance with such instructions as may be 
issued by the Indian Government. 

14, The General Officer Commanding the district from Medicines 
which one of Her Majesty’s ships, or a hired vessel, is to sail °" moet 
with troops for a station Abou, is to give timely notice to 
the Principal Medical Officer of the district, with a view 
to medicines and surgical instruments for the troops being 
provided. This does not apply to Her Majesty’s troop- 
ships when employed on Indian service. 

15. Dinners for the day on which troops embark for ser- Dinners on 
vice abroad, or when troops are proceeding coastwise, if the 437,01 em 
embarkation is ordered to take place before one o’clock p.m., 
will always be prepared for them on board ship, unless the 
Officer Commanding the corps to which they belong shall 
send timely notice to the Officer Commanding at the port of 
embarkation that dinners will not be required on board 
on that day, in which case the latter officer will apprise 
the naval authorities at the port. 

16. Measures are to be taken in due time, by publishing Rules appli- 
in regimental orders suitable extracts from these regula- cable to 
tions and from those for Her Majesty’s troop-ships, to draw ship. 
the special attention of officers and men about to embark to 
the rules relating to officers’ and soldiers’ families, heavy 
and light baggage, dogs, the taking of wines and spirits on 
board, the prohibition of lucifer matches, and the custody 
of ammunition. 

17. Officers before embarking will provide themselves officers 
with sufficient cash to meet all charges which they are messing. 
liable to pay on board for the messing or mess contribu- 
tion of themselves and their families and servants, and 
for wine, beer, &c., consumed on board. Asa rule, none 
but British money will be received. Officers proceeding at 
the public expense in packets, freight-ships, or transports, 
whether with troops or individually, must provide them- 
selves before embarking with Army Form O 1669 (messin 
certificate), take care that it is properly completed an 
signed by the master of the vessel, and hand it over to 
the paymaster or other accountant on {ree the corps or 
station. All officers proceeding abroad for duty will take

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with them, for presentation to the Staff Officer at the port 
of disembarkation, a copy of the orders of the Adjutant- 
General under which they leave England. 

18. When troops proceed coastwise by night between 
ports at home a rug is authorized to be issued to each 
soldier, and to the wives and children of soldiers on 
the married roll, from the barrack-stores at the port from 
which the troops embark, or, if there be none there, then 
from the stores at the station from which the troops pro- 
ceed. The Commanders of such detachments are to see 
that these rugs are provided, and are to account for them 
to the Officer in charge of barracks on landing, or, 
circumstances do not admit of this, then to the Command- 
ing Officer in charge of barracks on arrival at their 
destination. When troops embark for coasting voyages in 
Her Majesty’s troopships, one blanket for each man, woman, 
or child will be drawn from the stores of the ship, unless 
the Commanding Officer shall notify in writing to the 
captain that these articles are not required. | 

19. When troops in moderate numbers are to be sent 
home from abroad in Her Majesty’s ships, and the actual 
necessities of the local military service render it unadvisable 
to detach a military medical officer with them, the Officer 
Commanding at the station may apply to the senior naval 
officer present, who will exercise his iacetien (under general 
instructions from the Admiralty) as to giving orders for the 
medical officer of the ship to take medical charge of the 
troops. This course is to be adopted only under exceptional 
circumstances, and the application to the senior naval officer 
must be made in good time. If that officer should find it 
impracticable to comply with the request, military arrange- 
ments for medical attendance must be made as usual. 

In the case of troops embarked for home or moving 
inter-colonially by hired ships which do not carry 
surgeons, the Officer Commanding at the port of embarka- 
tion will detail a military medical officer to proceed in 
charge, if in his opinion the length.of the voyage, number 
of troops, and presence of families renders this course 


necessary. | 

. 20. While horse-stalls are. retained -on- board Her 
Majesty’s Indian troop-ships, as at present, for the accom- 
modation of horses sent from this country (for Government 
purposes) to India, officers entitled to draw forage -proceed- 
jug to that country in those vessels may be allowed to 
embark their chargers in the event of accommodation being 
available for them, on the understanding that no claim on 


: 
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the part of the officers to this privilege is thereby admitted, 
and that the chargers embarked are conveyed entirely 
at the risk of their owners, neither the Imperial. Govern- 
ment nor the Government of India accepting any respon- 
sibility whatever. Applications on this subject will 
be made through the usual channel to the Adjutant- 
General, when the necessary arrangements with the India 
Office will be made. In any case there will be room 
for a few only. If Government stallions are conveyed 
no mares are to be embarked. Forage is to be paid for 
on board to the paymaster of the ship before disembark- 
ing. The owners will be allowed the use of the horse gear 
belonging to the Indian Government which has been 
provided for the Government stallions, but on the dis- 
tinct understanding that the cost of all articles lost or 
rendered useless must be handed over to the paymaster 
of the troop-ship before disembarkation. The owners 
must arrange for some person on board to take care of the 





21. Dogs will not be carried in troop-ships or transports Dogs.. 
without special permission obtained through the military 
authorities. More than six dogs will not be allowed to 
be carried in any ship, and they are to be strictly confined 
to the upper deck, and on no account to be taken into the 
saloons or cabins. At home application for permission is. 
to be made to the Adjutant- General, War Office, and. 
the selection will be made according to the seniority of 
the applicants. In troop freight-ships the owners of dogs: 
must make their own arrangements.

Ports of 28. This inspection will, as a general rule, take place at 

inspection. the port to which the ship may first proceed for the embarka- 
tion of troops. At any subsequent port of embarkation 
the ship is not to be subjected to any further formal 
inspection before the troops embark ; it will, however, be 
visited by the military Officer Commanding at the port, to 
ascertain whether any cause of complaint on the part of the 
troops exists, or whether the Transport Regulations have 
been departed from. 

Report of 24. Immediately after the inspection a report on the 

Board. prescribed Admiralty Form (see Appendix to Regulations for 
Her Majesty’s Transport Service) is to be made out in dupli- 
eate, and signed by all the inspecting officers. One copy 
is to be forwarded to the Director of Transport Services 
at the Admiralty, and the other to the Officer Command- 
ing the district in which the inspection may be held, 
for his information and directions (if necessary), and for 
transmission by him, together with his remarks, to the 
Adjutant-General, War Office. 

Final _ 25. A second inspection of the ship, whether at home 

bathe or abroad, will be held by a board of officers as soon as 
convenient after the troops are on board, the baggage 
stowed, and the ship in all respects ready for sea; the 
object of this inspection being to ascertain whether the 
arrangements for berthing the troops, stowing the baggage, 
&c., have been carried out. When troops are embarked 
at more than one port, this inspection will take place at 
the last port of embarkation. Ships passing between 
stations abroad for the purpose of carrying out a series of 
reliefs are to be finally inspected before sailing on each 
occasion of the troops on board being changed. 

Composit § 26. The Board of second inspection will consist, when 

paingy practicable, of one or more naval officers (to be detailed 

Board. y the naval superintendent or senior naval officer at the 
port), a staff or field officer, and a captain not proceeding 
with the troops.

28. The embarkation on board ship, whether at home or Measure- 


abroad, of any baggage in excess of the quantities allowed moliced al 
by regulation is forbidden.t General Officers Commanding 

will take measures to restrict the quantity of baggage accord- 

ingly. They will direct Commanding Officers of corps and 
detachments, under their orders and about to embark, to 

cause the whole of the baggage for embarkation to be col- 

lected in some convenient place, there to be measured. 

29. All baggage, with the exceptions undermentioned, is Dimensions 
to be carried in rectangular boxes, made in accordance with °f >#eege- 
patterns which are deposited in the pattern room at the 
Army Clothing Depét.

Lucifer matches and fuzees for lighting pipes and cigars 
are strictly prohibited on board ship. Soldiers and 
soldiers’ wives should be duly warned before they go on 
board, of the responsibility they will incur if such articles 
are found upon them or in their possession during the voyage. 
84. Officers, soldiers, and their families, are strictly Wines, &. 
rohibited from taking on board any ship, or receiving on 
oard, any wine, spirits, or malt liquors. Commanding 
Officers will take precautions accordingly. 

35. Heavy baggage is always, when practicable, to Embarka- 
be embarked the day before the troops.

abroad. This inspection is to be made by a medical 
officer at the station whence they are originally moved, 
and, if possible, on the day of movement, otherwise on the 
day previous ; but in cases of women or children arriving 
at the port of embarkation without having snclt a health 
certificate (e.g., such cases as those in paragraph 49) they 
must be inspected and receive one from a medical officer 
before they go on board. In the instances, however, 
mentioned in paragraph 49, the inspection should, when- 
ever practicable, be made before the women start for the 
place of embarkation. 

51. The Army Form B 155 also contains a pass to admit 
the women and children on board the ship, which is to 
be signed by the Officer Commanding the regiment or 
depdt. In all cases the certificates and passes are to be 
presented to and examined by the superintending Staff 
Officer before embarkation. If a woman should arrive 
without a pass, but with proper papers to show that she is 
to embark, the Staff Officer may give her one. In the case 
of the embarkation of a regiment or complete corps, one 
certificate for the whole of the families is to be prepared 
in manuscript, in the form of a list of the names of the 
women, and the names and ages of children accompanyin 
each, with a medical certificate that each woman and chil 
has been examined and found free from infectious disease, 
and in all respects medically fit toembark. Soldiers’ wives 
who are within three months of their confinement are 
not to be embarked either at home or abroad in any 
vessel, and the husbands of such women, if on the married 
roll, are to be detained with them. All such cases, as 
well as those in which soldiers’ families are prevented by

V.—PASSAGES OF INDIVIDUAL OFFICERS.

him he will receive instructions as to the place and date 
of embarkation from the Quartermaster-General.

naval officer present for the passages of individual 
officers or others and their families; preference being 
always given to such as are entitled to passage at the 
public expense. The “Queen’s Regulations and Admiralty 
Instructions, 1879,” contain, in Article 1429, special regu- 
lations regarding passages in Her Majesty's Indian troop- 
ships. When second or third class passages are given as an 
indulgence, the cost of rations, calculated on the probable 
duration of the journey as estimated by the captain of 
the ship, or the naval authorities, is to be demanded from

I.—In consequence of their own request 
(Classes D and E). 


125. All applications for discharge in Ciasses D and 
E in paragraph 124 are to be submitted at once to the 
Commanding Officer. Commanding Officers will keep a 
list showing the date of application, and— 

(a) Within 30 days after the application has been made, 
the Commanding Officer will invariably forward the case 
(on Army Form B 132) to the General Officer Commandin 
for his decision, or, in the case of men of between 18 an 
21 years’ service, submission to the Adjutant-General, the 
Commanding Officer making any remarks he considers 
necessary, : 

(6) When a corps or draft is ordered abroad the appli- 
cations previously registered will be submitted at once to 
the General Officer Commanding for decision. 

(c) When application is made by a soldier after his name 
has been included in a draft for service abroad, or after 
his corps has received orders for service abroad, the appli- 
cation will be submitted at once to the General Officer 
Commanding, the Commanding Officer explaining the case 
and stating whether the vacancy in the corps or draft can 
be filled. 

(d) The 30 days’ delay above alluded to ia intended to 
give the soldier time to reconsider his request and withdraw 
it should he wish to do so. The Commanding Officer is 
authorised to shorten or omit the delay should the circum- 
stances of the case make him think that this would be 
desirable in the soldier’s interests. It is the duty of the 
Contoanding Officer to assist the soldier with the best 
information and advice in his power.

Recommendations of non-commissioned officers 
serving on the Permanent Staff of the Auxiliary Forces 
will be made by the Officer Commanding the regimental 
district, and will be accompanied in each case by a letter 
from the Officer Commanding the corps to which the indi- 
vidual is attached, stating whether he concurs in the 
recommendation, and attaching a copy of the applicant's 
defaulter-sheet while with the corps. 

8. The grant of a Good Conduct Medal is intended as a Bules for 
reward for a long course of service with irreproachable 5*!°*#°™ 
character and conduct. Commanding Officers will, therefore, 
take special care to recommend only such soldiers as 
are in every way worthy of this honourable distinction. 

Except under special circumstances a scldier should not 

be recommended unless he is in possession of four good 

eonduct badges; and even when eligible both in this

respect and by the requisite length of service (18 years), 
regard must be had to his conduct throughout his 
career, and to the number and nature of the offences 
recorded in his company defaulter-sheet, irrespectively of 
the punishments which may have been awarded. Soldiers 
whom it may have been necessary to admit into hospital 
from the effects of drink are not to be recommended. 
The service of a soldier under 18 years of age may be 
included in the 18 years’ service required to qualify fora 
Good Conduct Medal. 

4, Any non-commissioned officer or soldier who has been 
twelve times entered in the regimental defaulter book, or 
who has been convicted by a court-martial within the last 
eighteen years, or by the civil power for felony or any 
other offence of a disgraceful nature, is absolutely ineligible 
for these rewards. 

5. When soldiers have distinguished themselves by 
gallantry and zeal in the service after the commission of 
any offence by which they were rendered ineligible, 
they may be recommended, but the circumstances must 
be fully explained. Also a soldier who within the last 
eighteen years has only been convicted as a non-com- 
missioned officer of a crime for which he would not neces- 
sarily have been tried had he been a private soldier, may 
be recommended on the conditions laid down in p 
3, provided that his company defaulter-sheet shows a 
probation of five years’ continuous good conduct since the 
date of his reduction. 

6. It is the duty of Officers Commanding troops, batteries, 
or companies to bring to the notice of their Commandin 
Officers any men who may in their opinion have fulfill 
the conditions required; but they are to clearly explain to 
the men that the mere fact of having fulfilled these cun- 
ditions does not give any claim to either medal or 
gratuity. 

'7. When the corps is abroad, it must be stated in 
the application whether the recipient is likely to be sent 
to England as an invalid or otherwise before the medal 
could arrive if it were forwarded from England to the 
service companies. 

8. Commanding Officers are not to abstain from recom- 
mending deserving serjeants for the good conduct medal 
on the ground that they have been or are about to be 
recommended for the medal with annuity, as the former 
may be enjoyed until the medal with annuity is awarded. 
The m issued with an annuity, and inscribed “ For 
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meritorious service,” cannot be held by a serjeant con- 
currently with the Good Conduct Medal; but either of 
these medals may be held together with the medal 
“For distinguished conduct in the field.” 

9. The grant of a Good Conduct Medal will be an- Delivery ot 
nounced in Army Orders and regimental orders, in order the medal 
that every man who obtains it may be held up as an founcement 
object of respect and emulation to the non-commissioned in Army 
officers and soldiers of the corps in which he_ has Orders. 
served. The medal will be transmitted by the Com- 
missary-General, Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, direct to the 
Commanding Officer of the corps, who will deliver it to 
the soldier at a full-dress regimental parade, to be worn 
by him as an honourable testimonial of his Sovereign’s 
approbation of his conduct. In cases, however, where 
corps are quartered in brigade or garrison, the Officer Com- 
manding will, on receipt of such medals, report the circum- 
stance to the General or other Officer Commanding, who 
may, should he think proper, order a general parade of 
the troops to witness the presentation. Good conduct 
medals which may not be received by soldiers before 
their discharge from the service will be forwarded to 
their place of residence. 

Medals for distinguished conduct in the field or for 
meritorious service will also be announced in Army Orders 
and in Regimental Orders, and will be issued according to 
special instructions in each case. 

10. Medals granted for acts of bravery in saving life Medals 
may be worn in uniform; and whenever a society may eae: ee 
consider any officer, non-commissioned officer, or soldier 
entitled to receive a medal, it should be sent, together with 
a statement of the act of bravery performed, to the Adju- 
tant-General,'in order that the recipient’s name may be 
registered, and the necessary authority issued for the dis- 
tinction to be worn. These medals will be worn on the 
right breast. 

11. Commanding Officers, in putting forward a soldier’s Form of 
claim for the Royal Humane Society’s medal, should do #Pplication. 
so on the prescribed form, which will be furnished on 
application to the Secretary at the Society's office,

Medals should never be placed in store attached to the 
men’s tunics. 

18. When medals are forfeited, they are to be trans- 
mitted to the Adjutant-General for disposal. The same 
course is to be followed in the case of medals of soldiers 
dying in the service, and of medals which may be re- 
covered after a soldier has been convicted of making away 
with them. Letters containing medals, when forwarded 
through the post, are to be registered. 

14. When a soldier in possession of the Victoria Cross 
forfeits his medals, whether by sentence of a court- 
martial or otherwise, a report will be made to the Military 
Secretary with a view to Her Majesty's pleasure being 
ascertained as regards his retention or forfeiture of the 
Victoria Cross. 

15. When asoldier’s forfeited service is restored, separate 
applications for the restoration of medals forfeited with such 
service are to be made by Commanding Officers of corps. 


II.—LOST MEDALS. 


16. Medals are to be shown at the weekly inspection 
of necessaries, when officers commanding companies are to 
ascertain that they are the property of the men showing 
them. When a man is unable to produce his medal, a 
board—to consist of one captain and two subalterns—is to 
inquire into and record the cause of the loss. If the board 
be of opinion that the man has designedly made away 
with his medal, he will be dealt with under the provisions 
of paragraph 35, Section VI. Part I. If convicted in 
such a case, the offender may, after five years’ absence from 
the regimental defaulter-book, be recommended to the 
Commander-in-Chief for a new medal, on paying the 
value thereof. The application will be made on Army 
Form B 177. 

17. If the loss be proved to have occurred from careless- 
ness or neglect, the loser may be recommended by the board 
to be provided with a new medal at his own expense after 
being two years free from the regimental defaulter-book, 
reckoning from the date of assembly of the board. 

18. If the loss be accidental, the loser may be recom- 
mended by the board to be supplied with a new medal 
at once, either at his own expense or that of the public, 
according to the circumstances of the case; it being 
understood that, in order to justify the replacement of a 
medal at the public expense, the loss must be proved to

have occurred on duty, by some accident entirely beyond 
the control of the loser. In all other cases, such as the 
loss of a medal cut from a tunic or stolen from a soldier's 
person, the loser must pay for it himself. 

19. The board is invariably to call for evidence from Roard totake 
an officer as to the character of soldiers who lose their oe eS 
medals; and when no testimony beyond the loser’s own ” ies 
assertion regarding the loss is produced, the board, except 
under very special circumstances, which it will record in 
its finding, is to deal with the case as if it were proved that 
the loss occurred from neglect. The proceedings of the 
board will be recorded on a separate sheet for each case, 
unless the circumstances attending the loss be actually the 
same in each case before them. 

20. When the board recommends medals to be replaced Forwarding 
at once, the original proceedings are to be transmitted, Proceedings. 
together with the prescribed form of return and a letter 
describing the medals and the various clasps, if any. In 
cases where the clasps are not lost they are to be trans- 
mitted to the Adjutant-General, to be attached to the 
new medal. 

21. When the board does not recommend a medal to atter pre- 
be replaced at once, the proceedings are not to be for- scrived 
warded to headquarters until the prescribed time has °°" 
elapsed, according to the regulations above given for 
making the application.

22. Attention is drawn to the regulations respecting Foreign

4. With a view to obviate the inconvenience which is Destructien 
found to arise from the accumulation, in the military of books and 
offices of districts or stations, of records to which refer- ° 
ences are seldom made, the General Officer Commanding is 
to cause a list of all official documents over three years old 
and books to be prepared at least every five years, and 
arranged according to subjects and periods ; those which it 
may be deemed necessary to preserve being distinguished 
from those which may be recommended to be destroyed. 

5. This list is to be referred to a Board of three Staff earner be 
Officers of the district or station [the head of the depart- #°™!*+- 
ment to which the records belong being a member], who 
are to report to the General Officer Commanding their 
opinion as to the particular documents which may be 
destroyed without any prospect of inconvenience to the 
Service. After a careful consideration of such report, 
the General Officer is to transmit it,—accompanied by 
his own observations,—to the Under-Secretary of State 
for War, in order that the necessary authority may be 
obtained for the disposal of the condemned records. 

6. The following course is to be adopted, as occasion riaeatal 
may require, in disposing of useless regimental books and records 
records not specially authorized to be destroyed periodi- 
cally. The Officer Commanding is to cause a committee 
of three or more officers to be assembled for the purpose 
of examining them, and of ascertaining that such parts 
thereof as it may be advisable to retain have been extracted 
and correctly copied into other books. A list, accompanied 
by a declaration of the committee of officers on Army Form, 

L 1373, specifying— 

1st. The description of books or documents, 

2nd. The periods to which they apply, and 

3rd. The reasons, in each instance, for considering 

them no longer necessary, 

is then to be transmitted by the commanding officer to the 
War Office in order that the Secretary of State for War 
may decide as to their retention or destruction. 

7. All books, documents, and maps, issued from the Books: he 
Intelligence Department for the public service, will be thtentigence 
preserved and dealt with as public property.

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II.—_ REGIMENTAL BOOKS. 


8. All Army Orders (including General Regimental 
Orders, Royal Artillery, Corps Orders, Royal Engineers, 
and List of Changes in Matériel), received from the 
Horse Guards and War Office, are to be pasted in 
separate guard books in original as they are received. 
The volumes are each to be numbered and indexed. 

9. The book for the entry of regimental orders is to 
consist of two parts :— 

Part 1.—For temporary orders. (Army Book 129.) 

Part 2.—For permanent orders. (Army Book 127.) 

In Part 1, all orders issued by the General Officer 
Commanding, or by the Commanding Officer of the corps, 
are to be entered as they are issued. At the commence- 
ment of each year these entries are to be reviewed, and 
such of the orders as shall appear to the Commanding 
Officer necessary to be retained are to be transcribed into 
Part 2, together with the number and date of the original 
issue of each. After these extracts shall have been made, 
Part 1 may be destroyed. The Permanent Book, No. 2, is 
to have an index containing the date and purport of each 
order, the name of the officer by whom it was issued, and 
the page at which it is entered. 


Record of Officers’ Services. 


10. The book for the record of officers’ services will be 
carefully kept up. The signature of the officer concerned 
should be attached to his record on first joining his corps, 
and every subsequent entry should be initialled by him ; 
the attesting signatures of the Commanding Officer, pay- 
master, and adjutant being affixed on the officer ceasing 
to belong to the corps. 


Record of Soldiers’ Services. 


11. The service of the soldier will be recorded on the 
attestation and on the duplicate attestation. 

12. The term duplicate attestation, where used in con- 
nection with men enlisted before 15th April, 1882, is to be 
understood as applying to their copy attestations. 

13. The term “ Otticer Commanding the Depédt,” where 
used in connection with attestations and duplicate attesta- 
tions, is to be understood as applying to the Commanding 
Officer of a regimental dep6t or of the cavalry dep6t at 
Canterbury.

Digest of services of the Reziment. 


61. A historical account is to be kept in every corps of 
its services, stating the period and circumstances of the 
original formation of the corps; the means by which it 
has, from time to time, been recruited; the stations at 
which it has been employed, and the period of its arrival 
at and departure from such stations. In the Royal Artil- 
lery this is to be kept up by batteries. 

62, This account is to specify the battles, sieges, or other 
military operations in which the corps has been engaged, 
and to record any achievement it may have performed. It 
is to contain the names of all officers killed or wounded by 
the enemy, and the name of any officer, non-commissioned 
officer, or private soldier who may have specially distin- 
guished himself in action. The badges and devices which 
the corps has been permitted to bear, and the causes on 
account of which such badges and devices, or any other 
marks of distinction, were granted, are to be stated; also 
the dates of such permission being granted. 

63. Any particular alterations in the clothing, arms, 
accoutrements, colours, or horse furniture, are to be 
recorded, and a reference made to the dates of the orders 
under which such alterations were made. The various 
alterations which may be made in the establishment of 
the corps, either by augmentation or reduction, are also to 
be stated in this book. 

64. In the territorial regiments of infantry this book will 
be kept up at the regimental depdt, under the personal 
superintendence of the Ofticer Commanding the regimental 
district. With a view of ensuring regularity and accuracy, 
officers commanding line battalions will send to the Officer 
Commanding the regimental district, every half year, on 
the Ist April and Ist October, particulars of all services 
and changes which should be entered in the book. 
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65. The register of marriages and baptisms (Army Book Advantages 
91) affords to every soldier the most ready means of ob- of the re- 
taining for his legitimate offspring any benefit from public 
institutions which, under the Royal approbation, have, on 
particular occasions, been formed for the relief of the wives 
and the children of soldiers. In many cases, civil as well 
as military, this resister may prove the only record in 
existence. 

66. When a soldier's marriage takes place in the United Marriages to 
Kingdom, care is to be taken to ascertain that the cere- pone 
mony is legally performed, and at stations abroad that 
local regulations relative to marriages are properly regarded. 

All legal marriages of soldiers, whether with or without 
leave, are to be entered in this register, which is quite dis- 
tinct from the “ Married Roll.”

70. Officers who are married, and married officers who Available 
have children baptized, while on service abroad, should ny Heats 
avail themselves of the regimental register. There are : 
eircumstances in which no regular or permanent record of 
such marriage or baptism would otherwise be found. 

71. Commanding Officers of garrisons and military Reports at 
stations throughout Great Britain and Ireland are to home 
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report to the registrar of the district in which they are 
serving, for the information of the Registrar-General of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland respectively, all marriages, 
births, and deaths which take a among the troops 
under their respective commands, taking special care to 
furnish the district registrar with the following particulars, 
or so many thereof as may be known, when he applies 
for the same :— 

In case of Birth—The time and place of birth; name, if 
any; name and surname of father; name and maiden name 
of mother; rank and profession of father. 

In case of Death.—The time and place of death; name 
and surname of deceased person; sex; age; rank and pro- 
fession ; cause of death; registration. 

aaa following will be the mode of procedure 
abroad : — 


(a) Registration of Births. 


I. A register of all births occurring among the families 
of officers and soldiers of the Land Forces will be kept by 
the Officer Commanding every corps, detached wing, or 
smaller detachment, as well as by the head of every de- 
partment of the Army, serving out of the United Kingdom 
(in Army Book 112), and such officer, or head of a depart- 
ment, will be responsible for all omissions from, or wrong- 
ful insertions in, such register. 

II. Certified copies of the registers so kept will be sent 
on the ist January and the Ist July in each year (or for 
any broken period that may occur before a corps ox 
detachment quits a station),on Army Form A 42, to the 
General or other Officer Commanding the station out of the 
United Kingdom, and will be forwarded by him without 
delay to the War Office for transmission to the Registrar- 
general of Births and Deaths in England. When no 
Births, Deaths, or Marriages have occurred during the half 
year, or during a broken period, the returns will be trans- 
mitted with the word “ Nil’ inserted therein. 

III. When all the information required in any particular 
extract cannot be given, such extract should be held 
back until it can be completed, or full explanations 
should be furnished, showing why the information cannot 
be afforded. Extracts so held back should be transmitted 
to the War Office, when complete, as soon as possible after 
the half-yearly period. 

IV. The “nationality” of the subject of the entry is 
to be inserted, and all officers concerned will take care 
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that this information is duly recorded in the proper 
column of the form. 

V. When the original registers are filled up, they Registers 
will likewise be forwarded to the War Office for transmis- filled up. 
sion to the Registrar-General. When a corps returns its 
completed register to the War Office for transmission to 
the Registrar-General, it will be accompanied by any sub- 
sidiary register which may have been kept by a detach- 
ment, whether such subsidiary register completed or 
not.

77. The Paymasters’ books will be kept in accordance 
with the War Office Regulations. A Commanding Officer 
is empowered to make an inspection of a Paymaster's public 
account books at any time he may think fit, but such inspec- 
tion should take place in the Paymaster’s office and in his 
presence, or in the presence of the officer acting for him. 


Disposal of Troop, Battery, or Company Defaulter

78, Whensoldiers are transferred or becomenon-effective, 
the sheets of the troop, battery, or company defaulter 
book referring to them are to be dealt with as directed for 
the regimental defaulter book. 


III.— REGISTER FOR CIVIL EMPLOYMENT. | 


79. This book will be kept at the head-quarters of each 
regimental district by the recruiting officer there, under 
the supervision of the Officer Commanding the district. 
He will be assisted in this by one of the non-commissioned 
officers specially employed on recruiting duties. This book 
is also to be kept at the recruiting offices in London, 
Liverpool, and Dublin, under the superintendence of the 
Assistant Adjutant-General for Recruiting, and at Wool- 
wich, under the superintendence of the Officer Command-: 
ing the Garrison Artillery. — 

80. The purpose of this register is to enter in it the 
names of well conducted men on their leaving the service 
or passing to the reserve, thereby establishing a means of 
communication between them and public companies or 
other employers of labour who may require their services. 
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It must, therefore, be clearly understood by every man Does net 
registering his name therein that no guarantee is thereby Syne 
afforded that civil employment will be obtained for him.”

Soldiers which may have been formed in the county or 
district, and will obtain from them any particulars they 
may be willing to afford with regard to the rules adopted 
by them as to qualifications, age, character, pay, provident 
funds, &c. The information thus obtained, together with 
the names and addresses of the firms requiring their 
services, will be supplied, at the discretion of the Com- 
manding Officer, to the men seeking employment whose 
names are on the register. 


86. The name of any man for whom employment has 
been once found will not be entered again in the register, 
unless the Officer Commanding is satisfied that the man did 
not leave his place through misconduct. If so re-entered 
it will be put at the bottom of the list. 


87. Every man whose name is entered will be 
warned that if he changes his abode he should send his 
new address to the depét in whose register his name is 
entered, and that if he obtains employment he should in 
like manner send information thereof. 


88. The success of this scheme must, in a great measure 
depends upon the manner in which the character of men 
on their discharge is estimated and recorded. If men 
recommended as of “good” character are found to be 
untrustworthy, or unsteady, the confidence of employers 
of labour will not be gained, and the scheme must prove 
a failure. On the other hand, if, on account of compara- 
tively trifling irregularities of a purely military nature, 
men are refused a good character, their subsequent career 
in civil life is injuriously affected tothe detriment of the 
popularity of the Service, and of the success of recruiting. 

The responsibility, therefore, of Commanding Officers in 
this respect is very great, aud their special attention is 
directed to the subject. .

At the Court at Windsor, the 21st day of February 1888. 


Present : 


The QueEn’s Mosr Excet.tent MaJesty in Council. 


As it is expedient to define the duties of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, or of any other Officer who may here- 
after from time to time be appointed to the chief 
command of Her Majesty’s Forces, Her Majesty in 
Council is pleased to order that—subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of State for War, and to his responsi- 
bility for the administration of the Royal Authority and 
Prerogative in respect of the Army—the said Officer shall 
be charged— 


With the command, discipline, distribution, military 
education, training and efficiency of the Officers, 
Warrant Officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men of the Regular and Reserve Forces and 
Militia of the United Kingdom, and. of. the 
Yeomanry and Volunteer Force of the United 
Kingdom when subject to military law or when 
assembled for training, exercise, inspection, or 
voluntary military duty ; 


With enlisting men for, and discharging men from, 
the Regular and Auxiliary Forces ; 


With the selection of fit and proper persons to be 
recommended to Her Majesty for appointment 
to commissions in the Regular Forces, and with 
the submission to Her Majesty of qualified 
persons recommended for appointment to com- 
missions in the Auxiliary Forces ; 
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Orper mn Counciu—continued. 


With the selection of fit and proper Officers, whether 
of the Regular or Auxiliary Forces for promo- 
tion, for staff and other military appointments, 
and for military honours and ceeards : 


With obtaining, holding, and issuing to all branches 
-of the Regular and Auxiliary Forces, food, 
forage, fuel and light, clothing, arms, accvuutre- 
ments, munitions of war, and all other stores 
neceseary for the efficient performance of their 
duties by such forces, of proper quality and 
pattern, and in proper quantities, according to 
the regulations governing the provision, custody, 
and issue of such supplies, and with exercising 
a strict control over the expenditure of such 
supplies ; 





With the construction, maintainance, and custody of 
all fortifications, works, and buildings, and 
charge of all lands, belonging to the War Depart- 
ment, and with allotting quarters ; 


With the provision and maintainance of horses and 
transport for the troops, and directing land and 
water transport ; 


With the collection and record of strategical and 
other information, including topography, in re- 
lation to the military circumstances of this and 
other countries ; 


With the preparation and maintainance of detailed 
. plans for the mobilization of the Regular and 
Auxiliary Forces ; 


With preparing the Estimates for all the above 
. services ; 


And with the duty of rendering such advice and 
assistance on military affairs as may be required 
of ‘him by the Secretary of State for War. 


And as by an Act passed in the Session of 1870, entitled 
an Act for making further provision relating to the 
management of certain departments of the War Office, it 
is enacted, that one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State may from time to time appoint, and at his 
pleasure remove an Officer to be styled the Financial

to the War Office shall be assigned to him by Order in 
Council, it is ordered by Her Majesty in Council, that—

With financially reviewing any proposals for new 
expenditure, or for any proposed re-distribution 
of the sums allotted to the different subheads of 
the votes for Army services ; 


With seeing that accounts of all expenditure of cash 
and stores are correctly and punctually rendered ; 
with auditing and allowing all such expenditure, 
and recording the same under its proper head of 
service in the annual account for Parliament ; 
with issuing all warrants for the payment of 
moneys ; with making all imprests to accoun- 
tants and others ; 


With the control of the manufacturing departments 
of the Army (including the Clothing Depart- 
ment), and with controlling and recording all 
contracts for Army Services ; 


And with advising the Secretary of State on all 
questions of Army expenditure, 


Her Majesty in Council is further pleased to direct, that 
the Order in Council of the 29th December, 1887, definin 
the duties of the Commander-in-Chief and the Financia 
Secretary of the War Office, be revoked.
